SUMMARY. 


The recent advance in the price of 
Paris green and the reason therefor 
are considered editorially. The meet- 
ing of the lead corroders at Niagara and 
the perfect harmony which controls 
the White Lead Corroder’s Association 
are also commented upon. The in- 
creased inquiry for the lower grades of 
castor oil aud values of same are taken 
asa text for discussion. The quinine sub- 
ject is treated again, and some remarks 
pertaining to alleged crookedness in 
the analysis of bark will be found very 
aprupos at this time. Late informa- 
tion from the cinchona bark districts 
is rather in favor of a better market. 
The movement of cottonseed oil to for- 
eign ports ie not up to last season, as 
shown by the figures elsewhere. Lard 
oil is doing better as an export article, 
and better prices are needed to 
strengthen the boom. Russia has de- 
manded a new petroleum test, which 
is understood to be an ironclad stand- 
ard especially for burning oils. The 
New York Petroleum Exchange occu- 
pies considerable space in this issue in 
the publication of the annual report, 
which shows last year to have been 
one of prosperity. An agreement on 
prices for red lead has been reached. 

More testimony is given about the 
use of vegetable and animal oils in 
quieting ocean waves. It is related 
how alkaloids and other crystalline 
bodies can be identified by the aid of 
the microscope. The gentleman identi-

Salol is the name of a new white pow- 
der which possesses antiseptic proper- 
ties. An opportunity is given parties 
to send in proposals for supplying the 
United States army with mineral oils 
and chemicals. Everything is repre- 
sented to be serene at the New York 
Petroleum Exchange over the Clearing 
House matter which threatened to 
cause trouble. The Washington field 
is reviewed from reliable sources. A 
fable about a lion and a Wall street 
manis intended to represent the un- 
certainty of the petroleum market. 
The gas and oil developments at Buf- 
falo are progressing well. A machine 
is alleged to have been invented that 
locates oil fields; the fortunate pat- 
entee needs only to use the machine 
himself and sell his knowledge. The 
Philadelphia Oil Exchange makes a 
good showing in the amount of busi- 
ness transacted. The salt situation is 
reviewed and various grades come in 
for theirshare. New York retail drug- 
gists had a pleasant time at Rochester 
last week, on the occasion of the annu- 
al gathering of the Pharmaceutical 
Association. Later information is to 
hand about the disputed discovery of 
oilin Egypt. The Lima oil field gives 
its regular quota of news. Salt and 
fertilizer mines in Cologne have great- 
ly increased their production. The 
oleomargarine bill ‘tis wending its 
weary length along” the different Con- 
gressional channels. Mr. Am Ende 
the Hoboken druggist,now claims that 
he did not poison the two young ladies 
by mistake and lays the blame on 
the physician. The growing cotton 
erop is asubject for speculation, and 
various estimates are submitted. The 
Indian Government offers a large sum 
to any one who will invent a process for 
making salt unfit to eat. A chemist of 
Great Britain speaks of the improve- 
ment of fish manures. Hydroquinine 
is an alkaloid resembling quinine and 
which has been inquired into to the ex- 
tent of some remarks to te found in 
our wiscellaneous columns.

THE QUININE MARKET. 


By the time the REPORTER is pub- 
lished, the present anxiety over the 
probable outcome of the bark sale on 
Tuesday will either be relieved or deep- 
ened. The interest manifested in the 
developments on that day is unusual, 
and in some quarters there is a faint 
hope of a strengthened market, al- 
though every indication points directly 
against itin the shape of alleged im- 
mense shipments of bark, loss of confi- 
dence and demoralized traders. The 
bark market especially is character- 
ized by an absence of confidence, which 
did not emanate so much from the in- 
creased supplies as from the mauner of 
conducting business at the sales. Many 
operators in this market place little or 
no importance in the wired intelli- 
gence from abroad as to prices realized 
per unit for bark. They had their 
confidence shaken by evidence of 
crookedness to blind the unsuspecting 
public, and do not accept as reli- 
able the tests as announced atthe 
sales. This growing suspicion is con- 
firmed by a correspondent in the cur- 
rent issue of the Zroupical Agricultu- 
rist who calls attention to the wide 
difference in analysis and value be- 
tween a test made by a chemist em- 
ployed by the planter and the analysis 
and valuation made in London. The 
difference was twenty-two cents per 
pound! The first analysis showed a 
smaller amount and to every appear- 
ance was honest, but the second one 
was artificially increased with the evi- 
dent intention of swindling the buyer, 
This experience however is rare; the 
alleged crookedness is generally the 
other way, and instead of the planter 
receiving the benefit, the buyer and 
commission agent are intrigued against 
him; for instance, we are informed 
from London that a seller of barks on 
commission received a handsome bribe 
to have his barks analyze a much lower 
percentage than actually existed, and 
by this means they were sold for about 
one-half or one-third of their real 
value to a bark speculator. 
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weight of the packages being over-es- 
timated, heretofore the stock was made 
to appear much larger than it really 


was. 

By advices received last Saturday, we 
learn that operations in the Java field 
are exciting great interest in Ceylon, 
and planters in the latter place are 
seeking information from every chan- 
nel possible to ascertain the future pos- 
sibilities of competition. An anxious 
correspondent writes to the Straits 
Times for information on this point, 
and adds: 

“If the large acreage of high percentage bark 
one hears of, is really under cultivation, and 
within a couple of years of being fit to operate 
upon, the sooner we get rid of our inferior 
stuff the better, for there will be no market for 
it. Then what about Bolivia with ite extensive 
plantations of high classcinchona? Whether 
the extended areas one hears of in other coun- 
tries will turn out as deceptive as that said to 
be under the cultivation in Ceylon, ought not 
to be difficult to arrive at. It would not bea 
bad idea for those interested here to subscribe 
to send a reliable expert to find out all about 
it. Ishould be glad to give my mite. Fancy 
the blue looks of many of us two years hence 
if we found that our cinchona would not pay 
for harvesting!” 

As the future of the Java field is be- 
ing watched with interest by quinine 
manufacturers, as well as planters in 
Ceylon and elsewhere, we give below 
an extract from a Java paper called 
the Sourabaya Currant, which gives a 
gloomy report from that section. In 
speaking of a disease attacking the 
roots of cinchona trees, in West Java, 
it says: 

“The trees are dying out altogether through- 
out whole plantations not at first but just when 
they were getting valuable and into bearing. 
Capital to large amounts invested in hopeful 
estates have thereby been lost teyond recovery 
and many leased tracts of land will lapse to 
Government, Judging from appearances no 
kind of plantation enterprise will thrive in 
Java with any promise of a bright future to 
industrious Europeans. Planters in Java, so 
says the Samarang Locomotie/, far from Leing 
discouraged by disease among canes and cin- 
chonas threatening ruin to these kinds of 
cultivation are joiatly striving to make head 
against them by establishing experimental 
stations where triais may be carried on to tind 
out the best methods of growing produce 
articles, warding off disease among them and 
securing higher yields, The Planters’ Associa- 
tion at Sukabumie has taken steps to induce 
growers to take joint action to bring about an 
increase in the consumption of quinine thereby 
to preventa further fall in the price of that 
article or at least to check its decline,”’ 


A letter from a Ceylon planter is 
published in the Tropical Agricultur- 
ast just to hand, in which he says: 


‘Having had occasion to travel in several 
districts in search of a piece of land for cin- 
chona,I was very much struck at the emali 
area in cinchona chiefly in the olden districta— 
of course, I mean, compared to what it used to 
be two years ago. Most certainly Ceylon is not 
likely to export the quantity of bark that has 
lately overflowed the market. The unusual 
quantity was the result of clearing land for 
tea as well as from the abandoning ot coffee 
estates, the majority of which had fields of cin- 
chona varying from five to fifty acres. I no- 
ticed that the planting of cinchonas on new 
land is still going on in middling elevations. 
The variety chosen is Ledger, in the upper dis- 
tricts officinalis is still the favorite, but not 
much of it is being planted. The hybrids, or- 
dinary calisayas, &c., seem to be out of the cat- 
alogue. On some of the estates roots and all 
have been taken up, but the majority of own- 
ers find it too troublesome and expensive to 
collect the root bark and sell the stumps to 
tambies at some low figure. There is one thing 
drawing the attention of growers, viz , the ad- 
visability of not cutting a single branch or 
twig atany time orage. The practice of do- 
ing so does not improve the thickness of the 
trunks; rather the contrary effect is produced. 
As for the facility of shaving such trees the ad- 
vantage is not much—pecuniarily hardly ap- 
preciable. A small percentage of twig might 
be annually removed ff the price for such bark 
exceeds twelve centsa pound. As for branch 
bark, ita collection without cutting branches is 
not so expensive or tedious as people would 
fancy.” 

Cinchona planters in Java are not 
taking kindly to the Amsterdam mar- 
ket, as they find it more to their inter- 
est to ship bark to London, owing to 
quick settlements, a more business- 
like method, and higher prices realized 
for Java bark in the English metropo- 
lis. Amsterdam wiil not likely create 
a stir as a competitive bark market, 
for the present at least. 


We have attempted in the above re- 


Under these circumstances the quin- 
ine market would be indirectly influ- 
enced, and when all confidence is lost 
in the bark sale reports, their im- 
portance will cease as a barometer for 
quinine values. Not only has faith de- 
parted from the bark sales, but it is 
firmly believed that statistics are also 
doctored for effect; this belief has 
become so well grounded in some 
minds that very little reliance is 
placed in the periodical announcements 
of the position of barks. The quinine 
market, it is thought, will have to 
stand on its own merits [independent 
of the crude material, but this is 
hardly possible. 

The present situation is not very 
encouraging for business. Buyers of 
quiniue could have loaded up last 
week at fifty cents for either spot or 
July and August shipment, but only a 
few availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity. Outside parties were rather 
anxious to release spot stocks at that 
price and cover with deliveries during 
next two months at same figure, but 
a halt was called on Saturday and 
holders were fuund to be firmer. This 
was caused by the action of one large 
holder who prevented a serious break 
in the market by withdrawing all sup- 
plies on Saturday aad declining bids 
of fifty cents, which would have heen 
gladly accepted on the day previous. 
This had the effect of changing the 
whole tone of the market as the lowest 
figure quoted since then by outside 
holders was fifty-twovcents. A portion 
of the supplies changing hands at fifty 
cents last week was on account of 
American manufacturers. At present 
writing, American brands are un- 
changed in price, but a lower range is 
expected to prevail if the declining ten- 
dency in barks is unchecked. In the 
meantime, three foreign brands are fa- 
voring buyers at lower figures than 
quoted this time last week. 

The Planters Gazette of Ceylon in a 
recent issue warns bark shippers of the 
necessity of checking their supplies as 
much as possible until the market has 
time to right itself and adds: ‘‘It is un- 
likely that the present depression in 
quinine and bark will be of long dura- 
tion. It has its origin from one or two 
causes, the result of which will so react 
on both raw and manufactured articles 
as to curtail the supply, and so with 
the increased demand which time is 
sure to show, we may look for steady 
and progressive markets later in the 
year.” 





CINCHONA BARK PROSPECTS. 


As a general thing, operators in qui- 
nine are not disposed to place much 
faith in bark statistics, but they never- 
theless have an influence in directing 
the market for the alkaloid. The ex- 
cessive stock of barks in London is said 
to be a great bearish element, and that 
the declining tendency of quinine is to 
be attributed more to that fact than 
anything else, but the trouble is that 
figures are accepted as representing 
the supply and demand without 
proper investigation. A correspond- 
ent takes the Ceylon Observer to task 
for not placing London bark statistics 
in their true light, and explains that a 
large proportion of the stock is com- 
posed of old importations of Cuprean 
bark for which there is no demand, 
presumably on account of poor qual- 
ity. The large number of packages 
usually reported as the London stock 
gives out an erroneous impression 
when not accompsnied by an explana- 
tion. The correspondent in question 
reduces the actual stock at least twelve 
million pounds by giving the weights 
of. the packages, many of which are 
serons weighing avout one hundred 
and fifty pounds each, and cases of 
druggists’ quills which do not average 
as a rule more than one hundred 
pounds each, and bales of Java bark 
weighing from one hundred to one hun- 
dred and fifty pounds exch, The 
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| marks to throw some light on a very 





















































dark subject, but the half has not been 
told. A veil of secresy covers the 
whole cinchona and quinine indus- 
tries, and it cannot be lifted except by 
some one in the inner circle. Foreign 
papers don’t seem to realize the im- 
portance of thoroughly investigating 
the extent and prospects of cinchona 
planting, and are content to publish 
the usual board of trade statistics 
without question. The work will de- 
volve upon an enterprising American

LARD OIL HAS A LITTLE BOOM. 


An unusual demand from shippers 
for lard oil has been experienced for 
some weeks back and especially dur- 
ing the past fortnight. As will be 
seen by referring to our export statis- 
tics in this week's issue, the shipments 
are very large for six days, and were 
probably influenced by the expecta- 
tion of a further appreciation of values, 
in sympathy with tallow and cotton- 
seed oils. The lard oil market is 
firmer but no important advance has 
occurred in prices and the boom refer- 
red to in the heading,, relates simply 
to the enlarged movement to foreign 
ports, which is a source of gratification 
after such along seige of dullness as 
experienced through the winter 
months. The domestic demand is also 
improving but there is still room for 
better results.As shown in the REPORT- 
ER last week. the exports of lard oil 
for April were over ten thousand gal- 
lons in excess of the same month last 
year and the other Spring months have 
also added an increase.

AN ADVANCE IN PARIS GREEN. 


Several weeks since in commenting 
upon the condition of the paint trade, 
we pointed out that the large demand 
for paris green, which at that time had 
just begun to make itself felt, would, 
if continued, result in an advance in 
prices. Our prediction was based on 
the knowledge that the manufacturers 
had to fill a large number of orders, 
booked during the fall and winter, and 
that the prices then ruling did not 
allow of a fair profit considering the 
trouble and cost of producing this 
dangerous article. For the past week 
or two the capacity of the manufac- 
turers has been taxed to its utmost 
limits to satisfy the demands made 
upon them. Not only were the dealers 
who had placed their orders months 
ago anxious to obtain deliveries as soon 
as the advanced season and the warm 
weather gave promise of a large con- 
suming demand, but other distributors 
who were not gifted with the foresight 
to anticipate their probable spring re- 
quirements, have come into the market 
in considerable numbers and naturally 
want their orders filled at once. All 
this has resulted in making trade in 
paris green extremely lively, and the 
manufacturers have taken advantage 
of the opportunity to make an advance 
in prices to figures that would yield 
them a more reasonable profit. 

The new quotations are one cent per 
pound above those current previously, 
or sixteen to twenty-two and one-half 
cents per pound for five tons or over, 
according to style of packing; sixteen 
to twenty-three cents for one to five 
tons, and sixteen and three-quarters to 
twenty-three and a quarter cents for 
one thousand to two thousand pounds, 
the range allowing for the different 
descriptions of package used. Jobbers 
west of Pennsylvania and New York 
States must pay at least one-half cent 
per pound in addition to the above 
rates in order to cover freight. 
For small quantities the quota- 
tions are as follows: Five hundred to 
one thousand pounds, as to packing, 
eighteen to twenty-four and a half 
cents per pound; for less than five 
hundred pounds, nineteen to twenty- 
five and a half cents per pound. There 
has been no change made in rebates or 























































discounts, but for the benefit of our 
readers who may not be famaliar with 
them we summarize them as follows, 
it being understood that purchasers to 
obtain a rebate on the quantity bought 
will agree to maintain the terms and 
established prices. The terms are 
thirty days with a discount of seven 
per cent. per annum for unexpired 
time on payment of bills. There are 
no brokerages and no commissions 
allowed to buyers. The rebates are 
one-half cent per pound on five tons or 
over, purchased during the season, and 
one-quarter cent per pound on pur- 
chases of over one ton and less than 
five tons. The rebate will be paid on 
September 1st next. 
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RUSSIA'S NEW PETROLEUM TEST. 


The Russian Government has decreed 
that hereafter no refined petroleum or 
kerosene oil shall be sold within its 
borders, or exported out of the Empire, 
which will flash at 28.deg. C. (82.4 deg. 
F.). This law was enacted only a 
short time ago. Previous to this the 
Government did not interfere with the 
quality of the petroleum sold to con- 
sumers. Refiners chose their own 
standards and the result was that 
many inferior and dangerous brands 
of illuminating oils came into the mar- 
ket, and brought discredit on the 
Russian industry. The most responsi- 
ble firms, we are informed, manu- 
factured and sold oil which stood a 
flash test of 25 deg. C. (77 deg. F.). 
This quality of oil was regarded as 
perfectly safe and gave general satis- 
faction. But the cheap and inferior 
brands came into general use among 
the poorer classes. There were many 
explosions and complaints of the oil 
became almost universal.The loss to life 
and property in Russia through oil ex- 
plosions during the past few years, has 
excited even the attention of the Gov- 
ernment. The Nobels and other leading 
refiners saw that their trade was being 
demoralized by the worthless oils 
which, often under their own counter- 
feited brands, were disposed of as 
first-class burning fluids both in the 
home and foreign markets, The 
Nobels and their friends secured the 
co-operation of the Governors of Mos- 
cow, Odessa and other cities, and 
petitioned the Imperial Government 
to remedy things by fixing an iron-clad 
standard for kerosene. The special 
committee appointed by the Govern- 
ment reported that in different coun- 
tries there were different standards of 
kerosene, as defined by the flash point, 
namely, in Germany, 21 deg. C.; in 
England, 23 deg. C.; in France and 
Switzerland, 35 deg. C.; in Austria 
and the United States (some states) 
387% deg. C. (about 100 deg. F.), and 
that it would be safe to adopt as a 
standard kerosene which would not 
flash on being heated (Abel test) to 28 
deg. C. (82.4 deg F.) ‘Accordingly the 
government has recently,” says Brad- 
streets, ‘ordered that no kerosene shall 
be sold henceforth at home or ex- 
ported which is below that standard. 
Russian crude oil yields about 30 per 
cent. of refined against 75 per cent. 
yielded by American oil, and now, at 
the increased standard, it will yield 
still less unless a heavier illuminating 
oil be produced, as suggested, in Rus- 
sia, namely, instead of oil of .821 
specific gravity, one of .825. In other 
words, it is suggested to mix solar oils 
with kerosene proper. The law fixing 
a standard of kerosene ‘caused a panic’ 
at Baku. According to the Baku 
News, lately received, petroleum was 
selling there at 2c. per gallon, in tank. 
When the law was announced the 
price dropped to %e. per gallon, with 
a downward tendency remaining. 
There are large quantities of oil stored 
there which cannot stand,the required 
test, anit which, therefore, it will be 
necessary to refine again or, as some 
Armenian oil men suggest, to pour t 
into the sea,” 
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There has been a noticeable increase 
in the demand for cottunseed oil to sup- 
ply foreign markets, but holders have 
recently declined to meet the views of 
shippers for cargo lots and the business 
has consequently been confined for 
some weeks to lots of one and two hun- 
dred barrels. There have been several 
efforts lately to get a satisfactory figure 
on cargo lots in the South, but the un- 
certainty of the market has caused 
holders to hesitate in releasing import- 
ant quantities. An increased move- 
ment on foreign account is needed to 
bring the aggregate export business up 
to last season. The great deficiency is 
at New Orleans which has fallen some- 
what behind. The total exports from 
New York and New Orleans from Sep- 
tember 1 to June 9 as compared with 
same time last season are as follows:

The Government statistics for the 
past ten months show an export move- 
ment of 5,257,370 gallons as compared 
with 5,348,461 galious for the same time 
last year, but the figures for April are 
much more encouraging being 897,311 
gallons against 351,737 gallons for April 
1885. If the results of May and June 
have increased at the same ratio, which 
is very doubtful, the present season 
might overreach last year. 
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THE LOWER GRADES OF CASTOR 
OLL. 

For some time the REPORTER has 
been unable to give an actual quota- 
tion for the lubricating grades of castor 
oil on account of limited offerings. 
The production of these by-products 
has not decreased, but the consump- 
tion has largely increased and princi- 
pally through onechannel. The settle- 
ment of the question of duty on alizarine 
assistant in favor of American manu- 
facturers, gave an impetus to that 
industry and caused an important in- 
crease in the demand for the grades of 
castor oil which form the component 
part of that article. The demand for 
lubricating purposes does not seem to 
be restricted by the relatively higher 
price as compared with other lubri- 
eants, as manufacturers have more 
orders than they can fill and are indif- 
ferent about quoting a price. Brokers 
have tried in vain to obtain supplies 
for regular customers and the RzE- 
PORTER has been appealed to for prices 
and other information. Two lubricat- 


ing grades have been known to the 
trade as No, 2 and No, 3, but the latter 











is about the only one made as such, 
the nominal value of which is sixteen 
cents per pound or one cent and a 
half per pound cheaper than No. 1 or 
medicinal castor oil. Manufacturers 
have the capacity for a much larger 
production but the supply has to be 
regulated by the demand for the drug- 
gists’ article. 

Complaint has been made to repre- 
sentatives of the REPORTER about the 
distribution of circulars by a Western 
house offering a castor oil adulterant 
for either the medicinal or lubricating 
grades and which cannot be detected 
except by chemical analysis. It is 
looked upon as an imposition on the 
consuming public and an interference 
with legitimate trade. Circulars re- 
ceived by certain houses in this city 
have caused not a little indignation. 

iietaieaeaieeoneen’ 
A YEAR OF PROSPERITY AT THE 
PETROLEUM EXCHANGE. 

The past year has been a most pros- 
perous one in the history of the Con- 
solidated Stock and Petroleum Ex- 
change. The Exchange’s fiscal year 
closed May 31. During that time the 
brokers who handle petroleum bought 
and sold the entire stocks of the oil re- 
gion nearly one hundred times, the 
clearances for the period specified be- 
ing 3,403,165,000 barrels, an increase of 
nearly 600,000 barrels as compared 
with the previous year. The business 
in railroad stocks has increased from a 
total of 558,170 shares in May, 1885, to 
a total of 3,694,780 shares in April, 1886, 
and the total business for the year 
amounted to 17,913,131 shares. The 
sales of mining stocks amounted to 
3,179,569 shares. The aggregate of 
transactions in miscellaneous securi- 
ties reached a money value of $58,657,- 
000. The surplus of both the Géneral 
and Gratuity Funds has been in- 
creased, and the invested cash surplus 
amounts to $680,087 42, of which $384, 
792 72 is in the General Fund and 
$295,294 70 in the Gratuity Fund. By $ 
constitutional amendment the mem- 
bership is now limited to 2,403 mem- 
bers. Elsewhere in our columns will 
be found a detailed report of the an- 
nual meeting of the Exchange, which 
was held on June 11.

AN AGREEMENT ON RED LEAD 
PRICES. 


While the lead corroders were in ses- 
sion at Niagara last week those of their 
number who make red lead got to- 
gether to discuss the condition of the 
market for that commodity and finally 
came to an understanding, which if 
strictly adhered to will place red lead 
on a paying basis and put a stop to 
the very unprofitable cutting of prices 
which has been the ruination of the 
trade. Previous efforts to regulate the 
price of red lead have failed from lack 
of unaminity among the manufactur- 
ers. Those in the east had for a long 
time a sort of agreement among them- 
selves whereby the selling prices were 
kept at or nearly at the quoted rates, 
but competition from western sources 
upset their calculations, and for some 
time the market here has been unset- 
tled and the business has been ren- 
dered very unprofitable by the cutting 
of prices which became necessary in 
order to hold trade. Last February 
when the corroders met in this city an 
effort was made to extend the rules of 
the White Lead Association to cover 
the selling of red lead but it did not go 
through as some of the members of the 
last named organization, not red lead 
manufacturers, thought that it al- 
ready had enough to carry. 

Other efforts to arrive at an under- 
standing among the manufacturers of 
the oxide have met with like success 
and the arrangement of their dif- 
ferences at the Niagara meeting 
is therefore something in the nature of 
asurprise. As we understand it, there 
was no formal organization, the man- 
ufacturers simply agreeing upon prices 











and terms, which will be changed from 
time to time as circumstances may ne- 
cessitate. By the terms of this agree- 
ment, which governs the manufac- 
turers East and West, a uniform price 
of six cents per pound is fixed, with an 
allowance of two and a half per cent. 
for cash in fifteen days. Freights to 
all manufacturing points will be 
equalized. 

No action was taken in regard to 
litharge, and prices on this article re- 
main as much unsettled as ever. It is 
said that insome instances the prices 
now realized do not more than cover 
the cost of raw material. In the ex- 
pressive words of one of their number, 
*“*the manufacturers of litharge will 
continue the fight until they get tired 
of giving their goods away, and then, 
possibly within a month or two, we 
may see them organizing to fix prices 
on a remunerative basis, as they have 
very sensibly done with red lead.

EXPORTS OF MINERAL OILS. 

During May there were exported 
from the United States 46,514,428 gal- 
lons of mineral oils, valued at $,3,828, - 
311. In May, one year ago, the ex- 
ports were 51,985,811 gallons, valued at 
$4,481,032. Illuminating oils, which 
for months have shown an increase, 
have fallen off somewhat and are now 
ranked with other oils which show a 
general shrinkage in demand. The table 
below shows the exports for the eleven 
months to date, compared with the 
same time in the previous year :

More About Insect Powder. 
STOCKTON, Cal., June 4, 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

In your issue of May 26, you publish an arti- 
cle from the Druggists Curcular under the cap- 
tion of “The Truth About Insect Powder,” 
which we have read with interest as it is a fair 
statement of the qualities of different kinds of 
insect powder now upon the market. 

The writer of the aforesaid article bas how- 
ever failed to explain how that powder manu- 
factured from flowers similar in appearance 
and condition, may materially vary in strength 
and power as an insecticide. 

Having been engaged for several years in 
cultivating the plants and manufacturing the 
powder therefrom, we have ascertained that 
much depends upon the conditions of the at- 
mosphere during the time the plant is matur- 
ing and while the flowers are being dried after 
they are picked. The value of the powder de- 
pends upon the quantity of essential oil con- 
tained in the flowers of the plant. This oil is 
partially soluble in water and when rains or 
heavy dews fall upon the plant, while the 
flowersare maturing or while they are being 
dried, the effect is particularly injurious to the 
powder. Consequently the dryer the atmo-

2. Complete information on this point is nut 
to hand. The duty was no sooner removed in 
the United States than large quantities of for- 
eign quinine were shipped here and with this 
increased movement, prices advanced abroad. 
The lowest price in London during 1879 was 9s 
and the highest ls. 

8. Ceylon is one of the main sources of sup- 
ply for bark, and it has only been during the 
past ten years that the shipments from that 
place reached any appreciable amount. In 
1861 the first seeds were received in Ceylon and 
in 1869 the export of bark was only 28 ounces, 
but in the season of 1882-3 the exports were 
6,925,595 lbs and in the season of 1883-4 the ex- 
ports were 11,500,000. For many years previ- 
ously South America supplied all the bark used 
by quinine manufacturers of the world, but 
through the active exertions and costly experi- 
ments of the British and Dutch Governments, 
the cinchona p.ant was introduced from South 
America into the East Indies, Java and Ceylon, 
so that large quantities of bark are now ob- 
tained from these more recent sources of sup- 
ply. We are unable to give the actual figures 
of production. The Java barks are growing in 
importance while South American are not held 
in such high tavor. The following statement 

exhibits the total quantities exported from 
Ceylon to all parts, from the Ist October (com- 
mencement of season) to 834 December.

5. While the removal of the duty has been an 
important factor in the cheapening process of 
quinine and barks, it has by no means been the 
only cause. Supply and demand have to a 
great extent led to the reduction. Quinine is 
is cheap today in England and on the continent 
of Europe as well as in the U. 8., partly because 
cinchona bark is cheap, and the bark is cheap 
because of overproduction.

The oi! that is now in the various tanks in this 
field will be transported as rapidly as possible 
by the Buckeye Pipe Line. The Buckeye 
people are rapidly completing the pipe line to 
the many tanks throughout the field. The 
Standard Oil Company has shipped about 3,000 
barrels of oil to Cleveland up to the completion 
of their large tank. 


It appears that Dr. William B. Roberts, the 
Dynamite King, of Crawford county, has been 
fixed upon by the Republican ring managers 
for the nomination for Congress at large in 
place of General Osborne.

He says the terrors of the Lima oil 
fleld with which he was so vividly impressed on 
his first visit are rapidly passing away. * * 
* * ITtis his honest opinion the field is being 
bulled far beyond its merits in the trade so long 
as the oilis handicapped by being practically 
debarred from the liveliest market of the 
region.” 


J. M. Guffey & Co. have secured the leases of 
18,000 acres of supposed gas territory in Indiana 
county, on the Saltsburg anti-clinal. A test 
well will be put down at once near Saltsburg, 
followed by others at various points along the 
lease, which varies ia width from one to two 
miles, beginning on the Orr farm, between 
Tunnellton and White station on the West 
Penn, and running on a line of north 60 degrees 
east, passing close to Ebenezer, Jacksonville, 
Cride and Indiana. One of the test wells will 
be put down close to Indiana and another on 
the Orr farm, on the Conemaugh. No plans 
bave as yet Leen made for the disposition of 
the gas which they are confident of obtaining, 
the object in leasing being merely to secure it 
while it could be got. 


A prominent feature of the Pipe line reports 
for M-y is the decrease in the National Tran- 
sit deliveries during May as compared with the 
previous month, Ordinarily May shows an in- 
crease in shipments over April. But this time 
it does not, though the export demand was 
quite as heavyas in April. Home consump 
tion may fairly be assumed to have been as 
great one mocth as the other. The result is 
to show, as has frequently been remarked, that 
shipments do not represent consumption. The 
indication is that the suspicions of last year,that 
more oil was being sipped than was being 
consumed, were well founded, It may develop 
to be the policy of the Standard people this 
year to turn more oil in for consnmption than 
they take from pipe-line tanks. 


The large German ship J. W. Wendt, for 
Fiume, Austria, was towed to sea on Saturday 
from this port, drawing 25 feet 2 inches of wa- 
ter, one of the deepest draughts that has ever 
been successfully piloted down the Delaware 
River. Her carrying capacity is 14,500 barrels, 
and in this instance she carried 754,000 gallons 
of petroleum. It required 80 cords of wood 
and 500 boards to store the cargo, and 180 tons 
of dirt ballast to stiffen the vessel. If the bar- 
rels which were put into the vessel were placed 
end to end they would reach from the Point 
Breeze refineries to Germantown, a distance of 
pearly eight miles. The entire cargo is con- 
signed to the proprietors of a coa! oil refinery 
recently opened at Fiume. The managers of 
the vessel here are Moelling & Autenreith.— 
Philadelphia Record. 


A Fairview, W. Va., correspondent writes: 
The Ohio Valley Gas Company of Ohio, made 
another fine strike of gas on the William La- 
tham farm, about three-fourths of a mile 
northeast of the Leyda Miller No.1. Thestrike 
was made on last Friday, but since that time 
the flow has increased considerably, so that it 
now gauges about 240 pounds pressure. The 
company is very much encouraged by this ad- 
dition to their producing welis, and now have 
good assurance that they will be fully able to 
meet almost any demands from manufacturers 
and private consumers. They are now en- 
gaged in erecting a telephone from the gas re- 
gion to East Liverpool. The drillers at the 
Vandergrift well on the Whitehill farm are into 
the gas sand at some 1,400 feet depth, and have 
a fine show fora good well. The drill is still 
kept going. 
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Reed & Co. Retiring from the Drug 
Business. 


The long established and favorably known 
importing drug firm of Reed & Co., of this city, 
is now winding up its business affairs. About 
two weeks ago, as announced at the time,a 
disastrous fire played havoc with the stock, and 
the insurance settlement resulted in all the 
goods, damaged or otherwise, being turned 
over to the underwriters who have removed 
them to an auction house for disposal at public 
sale. For some months, the physicians of Mr 
Sanborn, the senior partner, have advised him 
to take a rest from business cares, and when the 
fire occurred they found a good opportunity 
for emphacising their recommendation. Mr. 
Sanborn has been engaged in the business for 
thirty-three years without spending a season 
for recreation, and the constant strain has 
made him a sufferer from nervous prostration. 
This fact, coupled with the result of the fire, 
nature of the insurance settlement and diffi- 
culties to be surmounted in starting afresh, in- 
fluenced him to accept the advice of his 
physicians, and a liquidation of the business 
was determined upon. 

The present house had its foundation in the 
Boston firm of Reed, Cutler & Co., that was or- 
ganized in 1826 and had a branch in New York, 
managed by Mr. Chas. F. Sanborn. Mr. Thom- 
as Reed sucveeded his father to the business 
when only 18 years of age, and in the year 1869 
he retired trom the firm of Reed, Cutler & Co. 
and formed a copartnership with Mr. Sanborn 
under the name of Reed & Co., to continue the 
importing drug business in New York formerly 
conducted by Mr. Sanborn for the Boston 
house. Mr. Reed died in February, 1885, and 
Mr. Sanborn continued the business under the 
old name, taking as partner Mr. Roswell D 
Vanderoef, who had been connected with the 
house for many years and assisted in its man- 
agement. 

The firm of Reed & Co. is to be classed among 
the conservative element of the drug importing 
business of New York, and its success has been 
maraed from the fact of baving adapted its 
methods of doing busin.ss to the changed con- 
ditions of trade as they occurrea and keeping 
up with the march of progress. It bas vccupied 
a leaaing position in its line, and the familiar 
name of Keed & Co. will be greatly missed from 
the every day transactions. Mr. Sanborn will 
not engage in any active business for some 
time. Mr. Vandereef is also undecided what 
his future course will be. We express the 
sentimeut of the whoie trade in hoping that 
both gentlemen will resume the drug business 
in the near future.

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Druggist Am Ende Wants Justice. 


The famous Am Ende poisoning case is about 
to be reopened inthe New Jersey courts, and 
itis claimed that the new trial will bring to 
light bidden facts that will make it of intense 
dramatic interest. Ever since the tragic death 
of the two young girls through the alleged mis- 
take of the druggist in putting up morphine 
powders for quinine, gossip bas been busy dis- 
cussing the affair, and strange rumors have 
been set afloat, some of them penetrating even 
to the inner office of the District Attorney. 

Everybody remembers the case; how last 
August young Dr. August Loewenthal, of No. 
219 Hudson avenue, Hoboken, called one night 
at C. Am Ende'’s drug store, No. 268 Washing- 
ington street, and presented a prescription for 
four 10-grain quinine powders. How he cur- 
ried them away and gave one to Miss Margaret 
Holz, his bethrothed, and the other to her 
younger sister. Both were his patients and 
both had been suffering from malaria, In an 
hour or less the younger girl showed symptoms 
of poisoning by morphine, and though three 
other doctors were called in and atrophine a4- 
ministered as an antidote, both of the young 
women died in a shorttime. It was charged 
that Mr. Am Ende, the druggist, had wrongly 
dispensed morphine for quinine, and be was ac- 
cordingly arrested cbarged with criminal care- 
lessness. The deceased sisters belonged toa 
wealthy family and the symptoms of morphine 
poisoning seemed so very clear that no post- 
mortem examinatior was bad. The trial of Am 
Ende for criminal carelersness, based on an 
affidavit alleged to have been made by young 
Dr. Loewentnal, the affianced of the older lady, 
came off last January and he was aquitted of 
the charge. The trial was for causing the death 
of the older lady, Miss Margaret Holz. The 
case against Mr. Am Ende for causing the 
death of the younger sister has not yet come 
to trial. 

The friends of Mr. Am Ende insist, and he 
himself claims, that as a matter of justice to 
all parties this case should be tried at once. He 
asserts that he cun prove his innocence of the 
cbarge and declares that the courts should al- 
low him an opportunity to doso, Asa matter 
of common justice, he says, the prosecution

Progress of the OQleomargarine Bill. 


The story that the senate committee on agri 
culture will report the oleomargarine measure 
with the tariff bill as an amendment to it 
hardly needs a contradiction. The fightin the 
senate when the bill came from the house, was 
made on its reference to the agricultural com- 
mittee or the committee on finance. The friends 
of the bill won by a vote of 22 to 21, and the 
agricultural committee was victorious. Hear- 
ings have been arranged by the committee for 
Tuesday and Wednesday next, the first day 
being for those opposed to the bill, and the 
second for those in its favor. Two amendments 
were offered to the oleomargarine bill in the 
senate. One was by Mr. Beck immediately 
after the vote on its reference had been taken. 
This was, as Mr. Beck described it, “the house 
bill in regard to tariff and taxation.’”’ The 
chair announced that if there was no objection 
it would be printed and referred to the commit- 
tee on agriculture. Mr. Beck’s purpose in 
offering this amendment was hostile and the 
agricultural committee would not play into 
his hands by tacking it to their bill. . 

Neither of these amendments will be report- 
ed back by the committee on agriculture, but 
those who proposed them may offer them in 
the senate when the oleomargorine bill is up 
for consideration. Senator Miller of New York 
has charge of the bill. He told Commissioner 
Colman of the agricultural bureau that it 
would soon be favorably reported, an¢ in his 
judgment passed. Most of the opposition is 
expected from the democratic side. 
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Industrial Progress of the South. 


The growth of the industrial interests of the 
South is really surprising Week after week 
shows a list of new enterprises covering almost 
every line of manufacturing and mining that 
gives some indication of the great industrial 
development now in progresy throughout the 
Southern States. This growth is not confined 
to any one State, though, of course, more no- 
ticeable in some than in others, but extends 
through the whole South. As illustrating this 
industrial develepment, the following summary 
of new enterprises reported in our Construction 
Department for the last two weeks only will 
prove of general interest. In Alabama Mr. Sam 
uel Thomas and his associate are preparing to 
build a large furnace, $600,000 in cash having 
been put up against $400,000 in mineral prop- 
erty, waking the capital of the company $1,000,- 
000, although the land is said to be well 
worth $800,000; at Sheffield, in the same State, 
the contract bas been awarded for a 100 ton 
furnace; $40.000 has been raised to build a cot- 
ton compress at Anniston; $40,000 are being 
spent to enlarge gas and electric light works at 
Birmingham; work on a new foundry and 
machine shop has been commenced at the same 
city, asite has been purchased for a bolt and 
nut factory, and a jug factory has been started, 
while several saw, planing and grist mills are 
reported. In Arkansas, Pine Bluff is to have 
$100,000 railroad machine shops; Little Ruck 
has organized a $100,000 woolen and cotton 
manufacturing company; mining machinery 
is being erected near Hot Springs; a saw 
mill and furniture factory combined will go 
up at Arkansas City; a large saw and planing 
miil at Arkadelphia; a stave factory at Harris- 
burg, and other wood-working enterprises 
in other parts of the State. Florida 
shows up with a $500,000 company to do a gen- 
eral contracting and wood working business, a 
$30,000 electric light company, brick yard, saw 
mills, etc. In Georgia there have been a $100,- 
000 granite quarrying company, a $150,000 mar- 
ble company, a manganese mining enterprise, 
foundry and machine shop, large planing mill, 
basket factory and an ice manufacturing com- 
pany. Maryland has a new $1,000,000 sheet 
metal company, a slate quarry, grist and flour 
mill, &c. In Mississippi a $50,000 spoke manu- 
facturing company bas been organized, an ice 
factory, cheese factory, several creameries, 
new machinery for a cotton mill and brick 
works. North Carolina haa a new furniture 
factory, a $40,000 gas anc electric light 
company, stave and shuttle block fac- 
tory, and a number of saw mills, while 
in gold mining operations ’§ there is 
considerable activity. In Tennessee two iron 
furnaces are to be erected, a $60,000 woolen 
mill is to be built at once, a foundry is going 
up, several flour milis,saw mills and other 
emall enterprises are to be started. Texas re- 
ports a $50,000 ice and electric light company, a 
wagon and carriage factory, a $30,000 water 
company, anice factory, a $60,000 compress 
company, and three or four large flour mills. 
Virginia bas two $1(0,000 coal mining com- 
panies, an iron foundry, a machine and boiler 
company and a large flour mill under contract. 
In West Virginia 20,000 acres of timber land 
have been purchased for development, a $100,- 
000 steel and iron company and « natural gas 
and oil company organized. As this summary 
covers only the reports of two weeks and 
omits quite a number of smaller enterprises, 
our readers can readily see that the South is 
vigorously forging abead in the industrial line.

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Drilling for Gas and Oil at Buffalo. 


The Buffalo Stone and Cement Company are 
looking forward with interest to the result of 
the sinking of the test well on the Byron 
Schultz farm on Main street, a tract of ninety 
acres, which they recently purchased.

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Why an Oil Boom is Not Wanted. 

Opinions on the market are becoming mere 
mixed than before, if possible. Some who were 
lately turned cCulls have turned back again and 
are looking for lower prices once more. They 
explain their position by saying that they were 
of the opinion months ago that one of two 
things must happen, either prices must go 
down ana head off the drill, or the drill wouid 
would go down and bead off prices; they felt, 
since, that the market had gone down, and 
they believed it had gone far enough to head 
off the drill, but they are now beginning to 
weaken on this position. There is some phil- 
osopny in these opinions, and they may be the 
correct thing. But it looksas though the main 
trouble with these people is that they expected 
too sudden a turn, both to the course of the 
market and the course of field operations. It 
takes time to mend a market as badly broken 
as petroleum has been this year. It also takes 
time to reduce to reasonable proportions an 
operations list that has gone wild on a reign of 
high prices to the extent of a 1,000 total. 

A boomin prices now would simply revive 
the field and the operations list would go away 
beyond anything ever before known. As it is, 
operations are slowly falling off. so that the 
total list now numbers no more than 800 in all 
flelds, as against nearly 1,000 a few months ago, 
With rich territory like that at Washington, 
Tarkiln and Kane, the decrease of operations is 
not rapid, coming wholly from the old fields, 
but with these three once developed, a 65-cent 
market would cause a surprising collapse in 
the field 


ket.

643,000 barrels of petroleum and 28,860 shares o 
railway stocks for the month of May, after the 
lith, when they were first listed. The com- 
mission charged is one-sixteenth of one per 
cent, or about balf that of the Philadelphia 
Stock Exchange.

The machine and its nature and con- 
struction are kept a profound mystery—a sin- 
gle confidential friend of the inventor alone 
having been allowed a sight of it. It is claimed 
for it that it will, with as infallible certalnty as 
the needle points to the poles, determine the 
existence in the bowels of the earth of either 
gasor oil, distinguishing the one trom the 
other, and approximately also their distance 
from the surface. Mr. Linduff has, of course, 
met with any amount of pooh-pooh and ridi- 
cule, more particularly from practical oil and 
gas men; notwithstanding all of which, we 
learn from a very reliable source that oue ot 
the stropgest companies that is concerned in 
that region, composed of men of anything but 
Utopean views, have employed Mr. Linduff to 
locate wells for them. This remarkable ma- 
chine bas, in the hands of its maker, done some 
truly astonishing guessing, to say the least of 
it. Tested with vessels of oil hid away in secret 
places, it is said never to have made a failure. 
When applied in different localities, both in 
Washington county and Virginia, where wells 
were about being started, it is said also that it 
has invariably told the truth, whether it was 
oil or gas that was found, or neither. 
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Oil News from Qhio. 


A Lima correspondent writer: **The Lima 
Drilling Company struck it rich June 10 in the 
way of a big oil and gas well. It was drilled 
into sixteen feet of sand Wednesday night, and 
the tools withdrawn. The oil spurted out ata 
tremendous rate. This well is situated on the 
Shade farm, about two miles southeast of the 
city, and is known asthe Shade No4. This well 
has attracted considerable attention, and expe- 
rienced operators say it will flow 200 barrels 
per day. 

The Hopkins well is holding its own at 125 to 
150 barrels daily. The Collins well is full of oil, 
but there is not enough gas to force it out, 
and it is being pumped at the rate of 80 barrels 
per day. 

The Simons well No 4 will strike the sand 
soon. It is expected to bea gusher. The Rol- 
ling well is pumping 65 barrels daily. This 
makes five good wells this week. 

The Standard Oil Company is making ar 
rangements to have a private telegraph line 
built from Cleveland to Lima. The delay in 
the arrival of pipe forthe Buckeye Pipe Line 
crippled business to a considerable extent here. 

The independent oil refinery being erected 
here by the Edwards Oil Burner Co.npany, of 
Chicago, Ili., is rapidly nearing completion. 
This company has a large capital, and expects 
to be in shape to refine oil in about five weeks. 


Foreign Petroleum Notes. 


Oelheimer Petroleum-Industrie-Gesellschaft 
—The management of the company has re 
solved to erect a petroleum refinery at Heme- 
lingen, Germany. 

The report of the Deutsche-Russische -Naph- 
ta-Import-Geselischaft of Berlin for the past 
year states that the sales were 128,884 centners 
in 1884,in value 381,071 mks., and 51,846 cent., 
value 381,071 mke., during the first quarter of 
1886; total 180,730 cent., 1,239,515 mke., against 
128,647 cent., 88C,004 mks, in 1884. The excr llent 
quality of the petroleum of this company is 
said to be gaining more and more recognition, 
the market increasing considerably during the 
year, Endeavors are being successfully made 
to extend the business in Germany. The cor- 
pany has secured a good footing in Berlin, and 
South Germany is to be next tried. A large 
amount of petroleum has already been sold in 
Bavaria. The prospects of the company are 
said to be very good. A dividend of 5% per 
cent. is declared.—Kvhlow’s German Trade 


Review. 
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A Typical New Oil Town. 


Some two miles or less from the quvint old 
village of Washington, Pa, celebrated in local 
song and story as the seat of the college that 
dirplomaed James G. Blaine, there was once a 
beautiful and peaceful little va'ley. Broad 
fields of waving grain, studded about with 
green trees, from which the black birds and 
crows passed caustic comments upon each 
others’ complexions. comprised the back- 
ground of a rural landscape, the foreground of 
which the tiller of the soil and his mild-eyed 
mules sawed off for honors as to which was the 
principal object of interest. 

Then, when the shades of night fell and the 
song of the whip poorwill blended with the 
croak of tbe bullfrogs in the little stream that 
meandered through the Smith farm, the inbab- 
itants locked up the milk house door, put the 
cat out for the night, and talked of a possible 
rise in the market price of eggs and cow-made 
butter. 

But a change came over the .svirit ot their 
dreams, as it were. The milk house door now 
flaps dismally in the night breeze, and the cat 
climbs into the pantry window unheeded. This 
igsall on account of Pat Galligan, the driller, 
who punched a hole duwn iuto the ground 
until be thought he'd struck a fence hole in 
China. Forty derricks now rear their hemlock 
crests in plain sight of his little ranch “An’ aigs 
could go clean up to 40 cents a dozen’’ and 
never raise a bair on the rural head. How can 
they figure on butter and eggs when right over 
the “creek”’ Joe Craig bas an oil well gushing 
something like 100 barrels of petroleum an 
hour. In the last month quite a town bag 
sprung up about the place, a real oil town, with 
cosy little rough board houses, ond one big one 
whicb is the hotel. This is Galligan City, light- 
ed and heated by natural gas, and the hume of 
a small arwy of drillers and pipeiine men, at 
work in the field. A burning gas well in the 
rear lights up the whole valley at night trom 
the dark green of the hill tops, where a monu- 
ment-like structure marks the best venture 
of the lucky Willetts, across to Pew & Emer- 
son’s phenomenon, the Manifold. It was a 
great change for those peaceful old farmers of 
Washbiogton county, but they are not wasting 
any of life’s golden opportunities at preseat, 
pot much, and the man who wants to lease apy 
oil or gas territory ot them must get up very 
early ia the morning. and give a very large 
sized bonus with the customary “one eighth of 
the productions.”

Red Sea Petroleum. 

Reports bave arrived at the State Depart- 
ment in Washington in regard to the discovery 
of oilin Egypt. The information was imme- 
diately sent to the Consolidated Stock and Pe- 
troleum Exchange of this city. In briet it is 
as follows: 

Mr. Daley,a Belgian engineer, bas made a 
full) examination and report on the recently 
discovered oi) fields in the region of the Red 
Sea. The whole peninsula of Gimsah, where 
the oil was discovered, is of volcanic structure, 
and there is not the slightest trace of either 
vegetation or fresh water to be found. The 
first borings were made at a distance of only 
400 feet from the sea, and at a distance of only 
156 feet from the surface a perfect fountain of 
petroleum was struck. It overflowed and 
flooded the neighboring regions. 

It is estimated that 3,200 barrels of the liquid 
came forth in twenty-four hours and contin- 
ued at the same rate. The petroleum is of a 
dark greenish color and limpid. It is mixed 
with salt water and discharges carbovie gas. 
By allowing the fluid te rest for a few hours 
the salt settles and can be removed. Analysis 
of the crude oil shows that it contains from 22 
to 25 per cent. of pure oil. The country 
around the wells is wholly uninbabited and 
nearly uninhabitable from the absence of 
drinking water and vegetation. All provisions 
must be brought from Suez. The climate is 
salubrious, however, and the frequent north- 
west winds render the heat less insufferable. 

Already steps have been taken to fully de- 
velop the new industry. The Egyptian Gov- 
ernment is very much elated over the discov- 
ery, ané@ is disposed to do everything neces- 
sary. Jetties have been begwn so as to allow 
vessels to load at the wells and the crude oil 
wilhbe. taken to Cairo for refining.  _ 
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The Eastern Oil Belt. 

The daily production of the Eastern belt for 
the month of May fluctuated between 1,600 and 
2,000 barrels, with a daily average between 
those figures, and the daily average stands 
third in the new fields that are now agitating 
the oil minds. Kane is believed to have seen its 
best days, and by August it will be no great 
surprise from the way the Millerstown field is 
being extended if it does not equal Kane in the 
matter of production. A week ago Kane had 
a daily production of 6,300,and on Monday the 
production had dropped to 5,654 barrels, a 
shrinkage of 646 barrels. with little prospect of 
an increase, while in the Eastern belt over a 
mile of new territory hag been produced, with 
indications that it will be much better than 
the older part of the field, which is holding up 
admirably. It is safe to say that the daily pro- 
duction of the new portion will at least reach 
2,000 barrels; which will make the total daily 
production close on to 4,000 barrels. From the 
way the new wells which opened up the exten- 
sion are holding, it will not be surprising if by 
August Millerstown’s daily production ap- 
proximates 5,000 barrels. 

The total runs from the Thorn Creek field, 
exclusive of the runs by the Pittsburg Pipe 
Lines was 37,752 barrels. a daily average of 1,218 
barrels. With the runs of the Pittsburg Pipe 
Lines the daily average production would be 
between 1,700 and 1,800 barrels. The decrease 
in runs from April was about 80 barrels a day. 
Thorn Creek's production is holding up very 
nicely. and the wells have an average produc- 
tion of about 20 barrels. This is a good average 
production and seems Jarge as wells go. but 
when one remembers that the wells used to do 
business ut from 50to 450 barrels per hour, 20 
per day seems a low figure. Thorn Creek never 
had as large a total daily production as Cherry 
Grove, but at the same time its decline has not 
been nearly as great. At present Cherry Grove 
has a daily production of about 340 barrels, and 
is not so very far ahead of Thorn Creek in the 
matter of total production, although the War- 
ren county field is much the older. Thorn 
Creek will soon have a production as large as 
Cherry Grove’s total, and will down all the 
other white sand pools.—Butler Times. 
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A Fountain of Pure Oil. 


A party of explorers have been traveling 
through the Gross Ventre Valley, and one of 
them tells the Cheyenne Leader what they saw: 
On the mountain peaks are found fossilizations 
of every variety. Shellfish of a past age, skel- 
etons of curious birds, and bones of gigantic 
and loug extinct animals are strewn in the 
valleysand appear upon the mountains. On 
the broad surface of table-like rocks are curious 
carvings of strange animals and birds, with 
hieroglyphics as strange as the subject they 
apparently explain. 

Entering through a crevice between two 
gigantic rocks, the explorers found themselves 
in a circular basin 300 feet in circumference and 
lofty in height. The floor of this basin was as 
regularly paved with broad flagging as if done 
by the hand of man. From three parts of the 
basin arose a thin, bluish vapor, spreading 
through the underground chamber a close oil- 
like smell. On investigation this vapor was 
found to arise from deep seams in the rocky 
floor. One of the party produced a long cord 
attaching to it a small stone, attempted to 
gauge the depth of these seams. No bottom 
could be reached, however. On the stone being 
withdrawn it was in every instance found to be 
covered with yellow sticky matter of glue-like 
consistency, strongly impregnated with a petro- 
leum odor. 

One of the party stumbled on a second open- 
ing, and this led into a third and smalier cham- 
ber, in the center of which was a working, 
bubbling oil fountain. This was the pure arti- 
cle itself as clear as if fresh from the best oil 
refinery. In fact, it was the product of a natu- 
ral refiner, and the most potent forces were 
engaged in the manufacture. From deep down 
in the bowels of the earth came a sound as of 
steady churning, and the oil mass heaved and 
shook at intervals as the continued product of 
the oatural refining process was poured in. 

en Oe 
Gas from Oil in Scotland. 

In its report of the Colonial and Indian Ex- 
hibition the London Grocer makes note of an 
application to make gas from oil. It says: 

An application of oil to gas-making, by a 
process which has been brought out and pat- 
ented by the Patent Paraffin Gas Lighting 
Company, Kirkintilloch, near Glasgow, is 
shown on stand No, 2704, situated in a small 
building to the east of the main Exhibition 
building. The Company has not been long at 
work, and their product has not had much 
publicity given to it yet, but itis slowly mak- 
ing its way. To the general public the idea of 
gas-making will, perhaps, be wholly associated 
with coal gas, because of its being practically 
the only kind in general use. Several attempts 
have, however, been made to produce illumin- 
ating gas which should supersede that made 
from coal, especially in America, but the re- 
sult has not been very satisfactory. In New 
York, for several years, gas was used made 
from oil and resin. and at the present moment 
petroleum gas is in vogue in several works for 
enriching the ordinary gas. In this country 


gas is made from oil for use in lighting railway 
carriages, because it is well adapted to being 
stored. It is peneralty made from blue paraffin 
oil, so cajled because it is only partially refined, 
aod from each galion about 100 feet of gas cen 


proahieed, of ifty-candie power: 


The quality of this gas is said to be such that 
its illuminating power is double that of good 
Scotch gas, or about four times that of the 
London gas. Including oil and coal for heat- 
ing, it costs about 6s. 6d. per 1,000 cubic feet, 
but to this has to be added the cost of distribu- 
tion, ete., which, even with its high illumin- 
ating power, puts it out of the market so far 
as regards large cities. The company claim to 
have made a distinct step in advance. They 
take the refined, or colorless oil, which is put 
into a retort, and after being heated to the re- 
quired extent—much less than is needed for 
coal—the oil gives off gas, which passes through 
a series of upright tubes to be condensed, and 
then goes straight to the gasometer. No puri- 
fication is needed, and the residuum is exceed- 
ingly small. From each gallon of paraffin is 
obtained 100 feet of gas at a cost of 6s, and ite 
illuminating power is go great that one foot of 
gas is equal to twoand a haif of Edinburg coal 
gas. To show the illuminating power of the 
flame, two series of three jets (Nos. 0, 1 and 2) 
are used—one series for ordinary gas, and the 
other for paraffin. 


With the usual pressure the coal gas is cer- 
tainly not more than half so powerful an illu- 
minant, and the recorder shows that in obtain- 
ing the smaller light considerably more coal 
gas is being consumed than paraftin. Besides, 
the manufacture from the pure oil keeps the 
gas free from the sulphur and ammonia com- 
pounds which are found in gas from the more 
crude descriptions of oil. It seems very prob- 
able that the system would find its way into 
use in the smaller towns and villages, where 
coal gas costs from 7s. 6d. to 10s. per 1,00C feet. 
were it not for the fact that in the present 
transition state of our system ot lighting. and 
the probability that in the near future electri- 
city may supersede gas for illuminating, the 
public are very chary of launching out into 
large expenditure on this question. The com- 
pany are at present fitting up their patent ap- 
paratus at several gentlemen's establishments 
in the west of Scotland. 
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Dr. Franklin a Pioneer in Greasing 
Troubled Waters. 


Two ships in one gale of wind were saved 
from wreck in February last by a little oil 
poured upon the tumultuous waters. The first 
case reported was that of the British steamer 
Acton, bound from Baltimore to Liverpool. An 
enormous wave, at ten o’clock in the evening, 
broke upon the vessel's deck, sweeping into the 
sea two of the crew, carrying away the wheel- 
house, and destroying the steering apparatus. 
During many of the hours of the night the 
steamer was a helpless mass at the mercy of the 
waves, since the violence of the storm frus- 
trated all attempts to get a tiller inserted in the 
rudder, and came near killing the captain and 
mate. When things were at their worst the 
captain resorted to the expedient of pouring 
oil upon the waters, which produced an imme- 
diate and astonishing effect in quieting them, 
and the crew were soon enabled to get control 
of the rudder and steer the vessel out of the 
vortex of the storm. The other instance was 
nearer home. A bark. bound from Brazil to 
New York, was overtaken by the same gale off 
Cape Hi tteras, and for many hours had to 
drive before the wind with her deck under 
water. A sea broke over her and rushed into 
the cabins. Her captain, who had heard of the 
efficiency of oil in smoothing a rough sa, 
though he had never tried the experiment, now 
resorted to it as a last hope. He had one barrel 
of linseed oll on board, and this he caused to 
drop slowly into the sea by means of large 
pieces of oakum saturated with the oil. Small 
as the quantity was the captain described the 
effect as perfectly marvelous. The waves were 
so far quieted that the crew were enabled to 
clear the ship of the water and put her upon 
her course. The captain attributes the preser- 
vation of the vessel chiefly to the effect of the 
oil, When his barrel of oil was exhausted be 
tried varnish, but this did not answer the pur- 
pose. 

The true wonder is not that these two vessels 
should have been saved by the use of oil, but 
that the simple expedient bas not saved trom 
wreck thousands of other vessels thut now lie 
at the bottom of the ocean. A bundred and 
twenty-five years have passed since Benjamin 
Franklin discovered and explained the process. 
He explained it with such clearness and sup- 
ported it by such facts and experiments as 
ought to have been convincing to all who had 
business on the sea. In 1757 Dr. Franklin sailed 
for Europe from the port of New York, in 
company with the great fleet of ninety-six ves- 
sels bound against Louisburg, in Cape Breton. 
One day he noticed that the wakes of two of 
theships were remarkably smooth. while all 
the others were ruffied by the fresh breeze that 
was blowing. He pointed this out to the cap- 
tain, and asked him why it was. That officer 
replied, with an air of contempt for the igno- 
rance of a lahdlubber: 

“The cooks have, I suppose, been just emp- 
tying theic greasy water through the scuppers, 
which has greased the sides of those ships a 
little,” 

This solution seemed to the landlubber insuf- 
ficient, but he could not, at the moment, think 
of a better explanation. Upon further refiec- 
tion he recalled to mind a remark of the elder 
Pliny, that “everything is soothed by oil,” and 
that this is the reason why divers send out 
stall quantities of it from thetr mouths, be- 





cause it smooths any part which is rough, and 
transmits the light to them.” This passage in- 
clined him to think it possible that the cook’s 
grease may have had something to do with 
smoothing the wakes of the two ships. The 
subject passed from his mind, however, until 
1762, when, being again at sea, he observed the 
remarkable quietness of oil on a surface of 
agitated water in the swinging glass lamp of 
the ship's cabin. He was continually looking 
at this smooth surface of oil, and was again un- 
able to think of an explanation that satisfied 
his mind. He mentioned the difficulty to an 
old sea captain, a fellow-passenger, who saw 
nothing mysterious in it. He said that it was 
an effect of the same kind as that which the 
fishermen of Bermuda produce when they are 
about to strike a fish with a spear, and pour a 
little oil upon the waves to smooth them and 
enable them to see the fish. The same captain 
told him that the Portuguese fishermen some” 
times emptied a bottle or two of oil upon the 
seaat the mouth of a river to smooth the 
breakers upon the bar. From another inform- 
ant he learned that the pearl-divers in the Med- 
iterranean still practiced the method, men- 
tioned by Pliny eighteen hundred years ago, of 
going to the bottom with their mouths filled 
with oil, and letting a little out now and then. 
which rises to the surface, smooths the waves 
and permits the light to reach them. 

It wasa way with Dr. Franklin when he had 
observed any thiug curious, not to let it go 
until he had discovered the principle involved, 
Some years elapsed however, before he got 
light upon these curious facts. One day while 
living in the neighborhood of London where 
there was a large pond, he observed that the 
water was violently agitated by the bigh wind 
that was blowing. He brought out of the 
house a cruet of oil and dropped a little of it 
on the water. The oil spread over the surface 
with surprising swiftness, but it did not smooth 
the waves because he had applied it to the lee- 
ward sides,and the wind drove the oil back 
upon the shore. 

“I then,” he continues, “went to the wind- 
ward side where the waves began to furm, and 
there the oil though not more than a teaspoon- 


The Natural Gas Supply. 
BY H. M. CHANCE, M. B., PHILADELPHIA.« 


In attempting to define the maximun pos- 
sible yield of and area of “gas sand,’ we nat- 
urally turn for assistance to the intimate rela- 
tion existing between the phenomena exhibited 
in common by gas and oil. Both undoubtedly 
have been derived from the same source, re- 
sulting from chemical alterations of the same 
original substances, under similar conditioner, 
and now exist in the same rocks often in inti- 
mate association, and are found partly separat- 
ed or thoroughly mixed under identical con- 
ditions. Hence this knowledge enables us to 
start with the following now well established 
facts asa base from which to project lines of 
inquiry into the future,and from which we 
may perhaps even now determine some points 
heretofore but dimly and uncertainly de- 
fined; 


1. Gas exists like oll in porous sandstone res- 
ervoirs. 


2. The gas of the Pittsburg district is found 
in the group of sandstones (top member of the 
group) yielding oil in Butler, Clarion and Ven- 
ango counties. 


8. The yield of any sandrock will depend upon 
the thickness of the porous portion of the rock, 
upen the amount of voids or open spaces (its 
porosity), and upon the pressure under which 
the gas exists in the rock. 


With these data known, a simple calculation 
only is needed to show what the maximum 
yield from a given area of any rock might be, 
but, while we may determine from known 
factathe average thickness of the sandrock 
within certain limits, and can also determine 
the absolute possible maximum degree of 
porosity of any rock, no suggestion bas yet 
been made that any limit can be assigned to 
the pressure. I telieve that this can be done; 
that we can readily determine a maximum for 
each district, and that it is impossible that gas 
can exist at pressure greater than this maxi- 
mum. 


At the very outset we are met on all sides by 


the assertion that the gas exists underground 
asa liquid. I shall endeavor to show that this 
















































ful, produced an instant calm over a space sev- 
eral yards square, which spread amazingly and 
extended itself gradually till it reached the lee 
side, making all that quarter of the pond, per- 
baps half an acre, as smooth as a looking- 
giass.”’ 

This wasa very striking experiment indeed, 
which confirmed all his previous facts though 
it did not explain them. He wasso0 much 
struck with it that afterwards whenever he 
went into the country, he carried a little oil in 
the upper hollow joint of his bamboo cane with 
which to repeat the experiment as opportunity 
offered. The same result constantly followed. 
What surprised him most was the wide extent 
of space which a single drop of oil would cover 
and the extreme rapidity with which it spread. 
He placed a drop of oil on polished marble and 
on plate glass, but it spread very little, while 
on water it spread in an instant many feet 
around, and smoothed the waves farther even 
than the oil could be seen. Other facts were 
continually reported to him. He learned that 
shoals of herring were betrayed to the fisher- 
men by the smoothness of the water over 
them, caused apparently, by the oil exuding 
from their bodies. A Rhode Island gentieman 
told him that the harbor of Newport was al- 
ways smooth when the whaling vessels were in 
it. He finally arrived at this explanation: 

“The wind, blowing over water covered with 
a film of oil, can not easily catch upon it so as 
to raise the first wrinkles, but slides over it and 
leaves it smooth as it finds it.”’ 


He became at length well satisfied that oil 
could be utilized to still the tumultuous waves 
of the ocean, even to the saving of large ships 
otherwise past help. Some years after he had 
the satisfaction of knowing that the experiment 
had been tried on a Dutch ship, bound from 
Batavia to Amsterdam. In wearing the ship 
around near a lee shore, which was a matter of 
great difficulty, the captain poured oil over the 
foaming sea. This at once prevented the waves 
from breaking into the vessel, and contributed 
essentially, as the captain reported, to her 
preservation. The quantity of oil required 
was very small, considering the effect produced 
—about thirty gallons of olive oil. Dr. Frank- 
lin further suggested, and partly verified by 
experiment, that boats on nearing a beach can 
sometimes subdue the breakers by pouring out 
a little oil before reaching them. 

Alithese facets and many more were fully 
written out by Dr. Franklin in 1785, and pub 
lished soon after, both in French and English. 
Nevertheless, it has only been within a very 
few years that captsins of vessels have prac- 
ticed the simple and inexpensive remedy. 
After the events of the present year, surely no 
vessel should leave port without a supply of oil 
and some simple apparatus for dropping it 
slowly and continuously into a troubled sea. 

To Dr. Franklin the passengers and crew of 
the lost steamship Oregon owe a debt a grati- 
tude, for it was he who communicated to 
Christendom the ancient Chinese practice of 
dividing the hold of a ship ioto a number of 
water-tight compartments, which kept the 
Oregon afloat nine hours, and ought to have 
kept her afloat until she reached her dock at 
New York. His advice on this subject, too, 
was not followed to any great extent until re- 
cently. So slow are we to adopt improvements 
which demand of us a little extra trouble and 
expense !—N. ¥. edger:

cannot be; that the gas must exist as gas in the 
porous sandstone reservoirs from which it 
comes. Asthereservoir is a nearly horizontal 
rock, overlaid by nearly horizontal beds of 
sandstone shale and slate, etc., it is evident 
that no gas pressure can exist greater than the 


weight of these overlying rocks without lifting 
them, thus opening the cleavage planes and 
or cracks through 
which the gas would quickly escape. We may 
therefore consider the maximum pressure pos- 
sible as a function of the depth of the gas-sand 
beneath the general average level of the coun- 
try. For convenience we may take this asl 
pound per square inch for every foot in depth 
(this being within two or three per cent of 
the exact figures); thus for a depth of 1,500 
feet below the average level of the 
surface the maximum pressure is 1,500 
pounds’ per square inch, for 1,000 feet 
1000 pounds, and so on. We should, therefore, 
not expect great gas wells at great pressure in 
districts where the gas rock is found at only a 
few hundred feet in depth, for in such locali- 
ties the great gas accumulations have long 
since escaped, just as steam blows off through 
the safety valve of a locomotive whenever the 
steam pressure becomes greater than the 
weight on the valve. The history of the gas 
and oil developments shows that large gas wells 
at great pressure are not found in “shallow” 
territory; thus in the Clarion and Venango dis- 
tricts, where the “sands” lie at little more than 
half their depth in the Southern Butler field, 
the gas wells have yielied perhaps only half as 
much gas and at half the pressure. 

Having then established a series of actual 
maximum pressures, it remains to be seen 
whether the gas may not exist in liquid form 
at or below these pressures. We may consider 
natural gas as a mixture of hydrogen, nitro- 
gen and marsh gas, the percentages of other 


gases being quite small, thus:

The pressure necessary to liquify ethane, as 
given by Professor Dewar,+ at a temperature 
of 35 deg. C. is 45.2 atmospheres. Propane is 
liquefied at atmospheric pressure at a tempera~- 
ture of — 2% deg. C. to — 30 deg. C.,¢ and at nor- 
mal temperature at quite moderate pressure. 
The small percentage of olefines (CnH2n) or il- 
luminating hydrocarbons present are liquefied 
at quite moderate pressure. The great bulk of 
the gas consists, however, of hydrogen, nitro- 
gen and marsh gas, and of these marsh gas is 
the most easily liquefied; but Professor Dewar 
(:bid) shows that at — 99.5 deg. C. a pressure of 
50 atmospheres is required, and at a tempera- 
ture of — ll deg. ©. a pressure of 180 atmo- 
spheres is necessary to liquefy this gas, the

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pressure increasing very rapidly as the tem- 


perature is raised. 


The temperature of water and oil brought 
up in salt water and oil wells demonstrates be- 
yond doubt that the temperature 1000 or 1500 
feet underground is not less than 60 deg. or 
In any event 
the supposition of a low temperature under- 
ground seems absolutely inadmissible. To 
liquefy marsh gas at 60 deg.or 70deg. F.,a 
pressure of more than 200 atmospheres and per- 
haps of 300 atmospheres would be required, As 
this is far in excess of the maximum pressure 
possible in this district, as shown above, it is 


70 deg. F., and is perhaps more. 


evident that this gas cannot exist in liquid form 
and it also follows that neither the hydrogen 


and nitrogen can exist in other than gaseous 


form. 
Returning now to the original proposition, 


we may attempt to show the maximum possible 
yield of a given area of a rock of given thick- 
ness. Ina district where the maximum pos- 
sible pressure is 1,500 pounds it is not probable 
that the actual pressure existing will be nearly 
so much, and we may safely assume the pres- 
sure at a much lower figure. We may take the 
maximum porosity of any seudrock at between 
one-fifth and one-sixth its bulk, but the actual 
porosity will rarely reach one-sixth, 

The pressure may be taken at 750 pounds per 
square inch, or 50 atmospheres. The porous 
portion of the gas rock may be assumed as 30 
feet thick. (The Pittsburg gas sand is often 
much thicker—60 to 100 feet, or even more— 
but it is extremely improbable that the porous 
portion of the rock in productive areas will 
average more than 30 feet in thickness). We 
may then calculate the yield of a square mile 
thus: 

Taking the porosity at one-sixth, the roek 
will hold as much gas asan open space 5 feet 
high; then, 43,560 sqvare feet x 5 feet—217.800 
cubic feet per acre. At 750 pounds, or 50 at 
mospleres, pressure the gas will occupy only 
one-tiftieth its bulk at atmosperic pressure; or, 
in other words, 1 cubic foot will hold 50 cubic 
feet of gas*; therefore, 217,800 cubic feet x 50= 
10,890,000 cubic feet per acre, and 10,890,000 x 
610— 6,969,600,000 cubic feet per square mile; or, 
say, 7,000,000,00C feet per square mile. 

We have no reason to believe the ratio of 
productive to non-productive gas territory in 
the Pittsburg region will be found to be any 
greater than the ratio of, productive to non- 
productive oil territory in the Butler, Clarion 
and Venango oil districts. These spread out 
over a block of territory of about 1500 square 
miles, of which less than 150 square miles, or 
one-tenth, have been found productive. 

If this ratio obtains also in the Pittsburg gas 
district we have within a radius of 30 miles, in 
all directions from the city about 2,830 square 
miles, one-tenth of which, or #3 square miles, 
being productive. At 7,000 million feet per 
square mile this would yield 1,981,000 cubic feet 
of gas. ’ 

The average calorific value of natural gas is 
not yet accurately known, but from experi- 
ments made at a number of works we may as- 
sume that 1,000 feet of gas are equal to about 
l bushel of coal,and this figure is now being 
used, or about 26,000 cubic feet to 1 ton coal, 
The theoretical equivalent is about 22,009 to 25,- 
000 cubic feet, but in practice the consumption 
of gas to equallton of coal will probably 
nearly equal 30,000 cubic feet. Taking this lat- 
ter figure as a basis it will require 600,000,000 
cubic feet of gas daily to do the work of 20,000 
tons of coal. [It is estimated that gas has 
already taken the place of a daily consumption 
of 10,000 to 15,000 tons of coal.] Allowing 100,- 
000.v00 feet for waste, we will have a consump- 
tion of 700 million feet daily, equal to 255,500 
million cubic feet perannum. At such a rate 
the total contents (1,981,000 feet) of a 30-foot 
porous rock. one-sixth porosity, one-tenth of 
area productive, at pressure of 750 pounds per 
square inch for a distance of 39 miles in all di- 
rections from Pittsburg, would be exhausted 
in about eight years. 

If the actual pressure is equal to the maxi- 
mum possible pressure, then the quantity of 
gas will be doubled, requiring at this rate 16 
years for its exhaustion; but it seems highly 
improbable that the actual pressure will be 
found to be much more than one-half the high- 
est possible pressure, and, unless we actually 
know this to be the case, it will be extremely 
hazardous to base any estimates upon it. As 
the highest pressures that have been observed 
are between 500 and 700 pounds to the square 
inch, the assumption of 750 pounds as the aver- 
age actual pressure seems perfectly safe,

Annual Report of the Consolidated 
Steck and Petroleum Exchange. 


The annual meeting 05 the directors of the 
Cobsolidated Stock and Petroleum Exchange 
was beld June 11. The annual reports 
of the committes were read and approved. 
The detailed report of the President Charles G. 
Wilson is first given and is reproduced in full 
below: 

In submitting to you this, the tenth annual 
report, which covers the fiscal year ending May 
81, 1886, it gives me great pleasure to state that 
the facts and figures contained in the accom- 
panying elaborate reports of the Treasurer and 
of the several standing Committees, show that 
this Association notwithstanding the general 
unsettled condition of business throughout 
the country, has continued to prosper to an

extent beyond the most sanguine expectations 


of its friends, 

Our business in National Travsit Company 
Pipe Line Certificates continues to increase, 
an? notwithstanding the fact, that at times, 
during the past year the market bas been dull 
and stagnant, our transactions show in the 
shape of clearances the enormous total of 
8,403,165 000 barrels, an increase of 543,544 bar- 
rels over the transactions of 1885. 

The Consolidation of the “*New York Petro- 
leum Exchange and Stock Board,’’ with this 
Association, which dated from the I6th of 
March, 1885, and which wasin progress at the 
commencement of the fiscal year has practi- 
cally been completed, only a few remaining to 
be qualitied, and’ those subject to a vote of 
our Board of Directors, ‘and we have now con- 
centrated in our Exchange the entire petrole- 
um business of this city, and make the market 
for the world in crude petroleum, 


To-day, the Oil City, Bradford and Pittsburg 
Exchanges follow our quotations, while a little 
more than one year ago we followed theirs, and 
it should be a source of pride to our members, 
that in this short space of time we have out- 
stripped our competitors, and stand to day in 
point of numbers, capital, and volume of busi- 
ness, the Petroleum Exchange of the world. 


Our business in railroad stocks, which was 
inaugurated on tbe 16th of February, 1885, and 
which was 1n its infancy at the commencement 
of the fiscal year, has grown to such propor- 
tions that it has exceeded up to the present 
time the most sanguine expectations of its 
friends, and alarmed and dismayed its enemies. 

From a business of 558,170 shares in May, 1885, 
it has increased with rapid proportions until in 
April, 1886, it had reached the enormous total 
of 3,694,780 shares, and the aggregate transac- 
tions for the fiscal year amounted to 17,913,131 
shares, 

All this has been accomplished against the 
most strenuous opposition of our neighbor, the 
New York Stock Exchange, which has applied 
to us a principle of “boycotting’’ more violent 
than the most extreme of the trade unionists. 

There seems to be ne doubt, that during the 
past year many impuortant enterprises have 
been more or less unproductive, the result in 
the larger part of the numerous strikes 
throughout the country, caused by the con- 
tinued strife between capital and labor. 

This bas had a tendency to make men of cap- 
ital cautious, as to their investments in the va- 
rious securities we deal in, and restricted spec- 
ulation in all classes of stocks into a compara- 
tively narrow channel. 

Although many peeple seem to be alarmed at 
these movements, and their growth, which, to 
a certain extent, might be termed sucialistic, I 
do not apprehend that any very serious conse- 
quences can arise. The manner in which the 
socialistic muvement in Chicago was practi- 
cally stamped out by the police force, and the 
timely action of Governor Rusk in the City of 
Milwaukee‘ has no doubt stricken with terror 
all such anarchists. 

It is the prevailing opinion that the majority 
of the workingmen who take part in most of 
these strikes, simply do so without understand- 
ing what in most cases must be the inevitable 
result, which is injury to both; the working- 
men suffering more than the employer. 


Unsuccessful strikes, which are in the large 
majority, represent a dead loss to the working- 
man, while a successful strike is often gained 
at such an expense, tbrough loss of time, that 
the additional wages may take months to place 
the workingman in his former financial condi- 
tion. 

In spite of all these disturbances, our busi- 
ness continues to grow and prosper, and with a 
return of mercantile prosperity in the near fu- 
ture I feel satisfied that our Exchange, with its 
large membership, a large proportion of whom 
are thoroughly educated as brokers, will be 
able to take a position second to none. 

In thé Miscellaneous Security and Bond De- 
partment, the business has gradually but stead- 
ily increased, the aggregate transactions for 
the fiscal year reaching in value the sum of 
$58,657,0U0. 

In the Mining Department the transactions 
during the year footed up a total of $3,179,569 
shares, and, from the present outlook, Iam of 


the opinion that the day is not far distant when’ 


a revival of speculation in this class of securi- 
ties will once more place this department in 
the front rank in the business of the Exchange. 

In November last, as there seemed to bea 
growing desire on the part ofa large number 
of members of the Exchange which looked to 
the estublishment of a department of clearing 
within the Exchange itself, the matter was re- 
ferred to aspecial committee to examine and 
report thereon; and after a great deal of labor 
and consultation with counsei, it was decided 
to cause to be formed a limited liability com- 
pany for the purpose of performing the cleri- 
cal work of the clearing. ‘*The Consolidated 
Clearing House of New York, Limited,” was 
chartered, with a capital of $25,000, full 
paid, in which this Association became a stock 
holder to the extent of $24,650, and a contract 
was made by the Exchange with said Company 
to undertake the adjustment of the clerical 
work of the clearances of the transactions, 
both of pipe line certificates and stocks, the 
Fourth National Bank of New York acting as 
the financial depository for the receipt and de- 
livery of Pipe Line Certificates and differences 
of money. 

Improvements have been made in the detail 


work connected with the clearances, that will 
go far towards making an early and perfect 
clearing each day. The management of the 
company is inthe bands of gentlemen, mem- 
bers of the Exchange, who are well known to 
the community at large, as menof position and 
financial standing, and who will leave no stone 
unturned to make the game a success. 

Early in April a contract was finally con- 
cluded with the Stock Quotation Company, 
looking to the establishment of an independent 
telegraphic service for the Exchange, that 
should furnish to the public (at a fixed monthly 
rental), by the means of Indicators, the quota- 
tions and transactions made on the fioor of our 
Exchange, in oil, railroad stocks, mining stocks, 
miscellaneous securities, and bonds. The first 
instrument was placed and the line went into 
practical operation on the first day of May, and 
to-day more thau one hundred are in use, and 
the company is taxed to its utmost capacity to 
supply the demand for its instruments. 

During the year amendments were made to 
the constitution limiting the membership to 
twenty-five hundred, and subsequently the 
number was fixed at twenty-four hundred and 
three, 

Commencing the year with an actual mem- 
bership of 2,177, to-day we number 2,332, of 
whom 2,261 are participants in the Gratuity 
Fund, and 7! non-participants therein. 

Our cash and invested surplus has increased 
from $325,098.59 to $348,263.34. There is still due 
from the New York Petroleum Exchange and 
Stock Board, for the qualification of 68 mem- 
mers, the sum of $11,492, which, when paid, will 
make the total amount of surplus aggregate the 
sum of $359,755.34. 

Our current expense account shows a balance 
of receipts over expenditures amounting to the 
sum of $25,037.38. 

By an examination of the Treasgurer’s detail- 
ed account it will be seen that in the expenses 
of the present year the sum of 22,947,38 is 
charged to fixture and repair account, which 
was the cost of the alterations aud improve- 
ment of the premises No 6) and 62 Broadway. 

The net cash surplus tothe credit of the Trus- 
tees of the Gratuity Fund has increased from 
$187,829.95 to $295,294.70. 

There is due by former members of the New 
York Petroleum Exchange and Stock Board, 
who have qualified as members of this Associa- 
tion, and are participants in the Gratuity Fund 
thereof (payable in installments on the death 
of each member), the sum of $1,049.50, 


There is stilldue by the New York Petro- 
leum Exchange and Stock Board for account of 
members the sum of $7,571.12. 

The Finance Committee, and the Trustees of 
the Gratuity Fund, considering the uncertainty 
of being able to invest the funds of the Associ- 
ation and the Gratuity in first-class securities 
except at a very bigh rate of premium, and not 
being willing to run the risk of what might be 
considered speculative securities, have kept the 
same deposited in the fullowing institutions, 
viz.: United States Trust Company, Central 
Trust Company, Farmers’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, Union Trust Company, American Loan 
and Trust Company, and Seaboard National 
Bank (all of which will more fully appear in 
detail in the Treasurer’s report), at a fair rate 
of interest, thereby insuring the return of the 
entire amount at any time without the risk of 
diminution by loss of premiums. 

In consequence of the increased business, 
the price of memberships has improved in 
value during the flacal year, and I think it safe 
to say that ours is the only Exchange in this 
city whose memberships are selling for a 
larger sum of money to-day than on the first 
day of June, 1885. 

During the year the attendance in the rooms 
of the Exchange has almost doubled, and to- 
day is taxing the capacity of the buildings oc- 
cupied by us to furnish the requisite amourt 
of space necessary for the use of the members, 
and insure good ventilation and a healthy 
state of affairs. On the thirtieth day of March 
a Building Committee was appointed to con- 
sider what plans were necessary for the future, 
A number of meetings were held, and a report 
prepared and presented to the Board of Direc- 
tors, but as the fiscal year was about closing it 
was deomed advisable to leave the settlement 
of the question to the incoming Board of Di- 
rectors. 

Too much credit cannot be given to the 
members of the several Standing Committees, 
and particularly to the chairmen thereof,whose 
reports are so painstaking and elaborate, and 
the mass of information which they furnish 
so great, that it must be apparent to all that 
they have labored unceasingly for the welfare 
and advancement of the Association. 

And now, gentlemen,a few more words, 
Death has reaped a large harvest from among 
our members during the past year. Twenty- 
six of us have answered that most imperative 
call which none, however great, can refuse to 
hear and obey. Wecannot get the better of 
grim death; itisthe one thing sure and all- 
powerful to which we mustiao time bend and 
bow. How many of us give it a thought, and 
are prepared for it? A number of our last 
year’s dead had little or no notice of wha. was 
coming to them, and carelessly put a/l sombre 
thoughts aside. Alas! that men should be so 
prone to procastination; how many dear ones 
would huve suffered had it not been for our 
Gratuity Fund? Some of our deceased have 
been old and honored members of one or the 
other Exchanges before the consolidation, and 
helped us in our struggle to attain our present 






























position. Othefs were comparatively, new 
members, and have, to their honor be it said, 
done their best to aid us during their short stay 
with us iw acquiring our present position in 
the financial world. 

To the relatives and friends of our deceased 
members I know I can safely say, All honor to 
the dead; “requiescat in pace.” 

I desire particularly to call your attention to 
the careful and elaborate manner in which Mr. 
John Stanton, our treasurer, has presented the 
detailed reports of the depa rtment presided 
over by him, As the treasurer of this associa- 
tion from its formation in the year 1876, to the 
present time, he has seen its membership in- 
crease from 24 to its present number,and under 
his fostering care, the funds in its treasury, 
from a very small sum, to the present aggre- 
gate of nearly $700,000. 

To the members, one and all, I desire to re- 
turn thanks for the uniform kindness and 
courtesy which they have at all times extended 
to me. 

In conclusion allow me to ada that in looking 
over the events of the past year, we should 
congratulate ourseelves on the rapid strides 
we have made toward success, which to-day 
places us in the front rank of business Ex- 
changes of the country, and our aim and am- 
bition in the future should be to make this not 
only the Oil, but the Stock Excaange of the 
country.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON ARRANGE- 
MENTS. 


An abstract of the more pertinent points of 
this committee’s report is appended:— 

The average daily attendance during the past 
five months was 687. 

There is no doubt that the growth of the Ex- 
change is impeded by the insufficient quarters 
we have. From the gradual and steady man- 
ner in which the attendance has been increased 
during the last eight months, from the large 
number of memberships transferred, and from 
the steady growth of the stock business, it may 
be inferred that the attendance will keep on 
increasing, and we are justified in the supposi- 
tion if we take into consideration that even 
now barely twenty-three per cent of our mem- 
bers attend, while the other great Exchanges of 
New York show an average attendance of fifty 
per cent of their membership. But the ques- 
tion is not merely to predicate on what the at- 
tendance will be during the coming year, but 
what it is likely to be in tbree or four years; 
for whatever arrangements we are likely to fix 
upon for enlarged quarters will have to be 
made for a term of five or ten years, if not for 
a much longer period. 

The attendance in our present rooms has been 
as high as eight hundred. Is it too much to 
calculate on an attendance in two or three 
years now, of say twelve hundred? LastJuly, 
the attendance was only four hundred and 
fifty and in six montbs it has nearly doubled. 
Any great movement in stocks during the next 
few years will add largely to the attendance, 
and members will not find sufficient room to

Plaint of depression and dullness elsewhere is 
almost universal. The recent advance in the 
price of memberships is additional evidence of 
our improvement, and it is noteworthy that 
the higher the price goes the greater is the de- 
mand from such men as are most needed to 
improvethe character and add to the prosper- 
ity of the Exchange. 

In October last, Section 3, of Article VIII., 
of the Constitution, entitled ‘Membership, 
Initiation Fees, etc.,”’ on page 19, was amended 
80 as to read as follows: 

“The Board of Directors may at their discre- 
tion fix and alter the initition fee of new mem- 
bers, provided, however, that at no time shall 
the membership in this Association consist of 
more than twenty-five hundred members.” 

At the sametime an additional amendment 
to the above-named Article VIII was adopted 
entitled Section 4, of which the following isa 
copy: 

“The Board of Directors may, in their dis- 
cretion, by a mejority vote of their whole 
Dumber, purchase and retire from time to 
time memberships in this Association. provided 
that at no time shail the membership be re- 
duced below two thousand one hundred in 
number.” 

The growing business of the Exchange has in 
the last few months attracted so much public 
attention that inquiries iu regard to member 
ships and our manner of doing business have 
been quite frequent from men of standing and 
means, who have been in the habit of doing a 
large business in stucks and bonds at the New 
York Stock Exchange, but who, by reason of 
age, were ineligible to membersbip in ours. To 
meet this emergency, Article VI., Section 2, 
paragraph 6, on page 12, of the Constitution, 
wasamended in March last by inserting in 
brackets after the words “fifty-five years of 
age” the words ‘unless the applicant who is 
over fifty-five years of age shall receive at least 
twenty-seven votes of the members of the 
Board of Directors, he having been first acted 
upon favorably by the Committee on Member- 
ship in the usual manner.” 

Since the passage of this amendment a few 
very desirable members bave been admitted 
under its provisions. Objections to these ad- 
missions has been raised on the ground that it 
was unfair to the younger members that those 
over fifty-five when admitted should share 
equally with them in the distribution of the 
Gratuity Fund. To thisit is replied that, the 
standing which they bring to the Exchange 
and the commissions which they are likely to 
give to the younger and more active members, 
fully offeet any disadvantage resulting from 
their more advanced age. It is beyond ques- 
tion that there are many men above fifty-five 
years of age who would gladly purchase mem- 
berships and add largely to our busines if 
they could have reasonable assurance that they 
would be admitted.

The outlook for a growing business in stocks 
is very promising indeed. Our business in 
bonds does not compare quite as favorably with 
that of the New York Stock Exchange, for the 
simple reason that it takes a longer time to 
accustom the investor to a different character 
of trade. But as our market extends, the 
lower commissions will invite the attention of 
the investing public, anG even at this day we 
are doing our fair share of the trading in bonds, 
and in some specialties exceed the amount of 
transactions of the New York Stock Exchange, 
and are in a fair way of establishing the princi- 
pal market forthem. ~ 

In trying to kill our miscellaneous depart- 
ment the New York Stock Exchange has at- 
tackid the least important part of our Ex- 
change, and has not succeeded, for we are con- 
tinuing to list new securities, with excellent 
promises for the future.

REPORT OF ARBITRATION COMMITTEE. 


Mr. E. 8S. Monroe, Chairman of this Commit- 
tee, observes: I enteted Wall street in 1840, and 
the New York Stock Exchange in 1843, and 
continued to bea member until 1876, when I 
sold my seat. From the consolidation of that 
Exchange with the Open Board of Brokers, in 
1869, I was continually a memter of the Gov- 
erning and Arbitration Committees, and Chair- 
man of the latter for the last four years. The 
result of such experience and observation is: 

That there never has been an organization in 
this country, representing its financial inter- 
ests, which has been more admirably adminis- 
tered by its Presidents, Governing, and other 
Committees, than the one to which we belong, 
and the tone and character of the large body of 
men connected with it will,in my judgment, 
compare favorably with any Bourse in the 
world. 

The growth of business during the past year 
bag been astonishing, and the dealings of the 
various departments, vigz.:; Petroleum, stocks, 
mining and miscellaneous securities far exceed 
in daily amount, the transactions of the New 
York Stock Exchange, in 1860, and are at least 
five times as great as when I first entered that 
organization. 

REPORT OF THE COMPLAINT COMMITTEE. 

The Chairman of the Complaint Committee 
submits the following report for the fiscal year 
ending May @lst, 1886: 

The committee bas held fifty-six sessions and 
tried one hundred and five cases, involving a 
money difference of twelve thousand six hun- 
dred dollars, which have been disposed of as 
follows:

The committee feel that it is their duty to 
call attention to the fact that in most of the 
cases involving a money difference growing 
out of the purchase and sale of stocks or Pipe 
Line certificates, there has been no sttention 
paid to the comparison of the transaction be- 
tween the brokers, when, if the same had been 
made or attempted to be made by either party, 
the mistake would then have been discovered 
and the losses would have been but a trifling 


district is as yet defined, and it would be idle to 
foreshadow their capacity. 

The Macksburg, Ohio, field is producing daily 
about twenty-four hundred barrels, and seems 
to possess a fair staying capacity. 


The bases of field operations have never been 
80 widely separated, nor the consequent diffi- 
culty of obtaining immediate reports of “new 
strikes” so great as at present, and your com- 
mittee is unanimous in the recommendation 
that the facilities for obtaining informatton be 
increased, instead of diminished, as has been 
by some suggested. 

The number of wells completed during the 
last twelve months was three thousand five 
bundred and twenty-six; the new production, 
52,215 barrels; an average of fourteen and 
three-quarter barrels per well per day. During 
the previous twelve months only fifteen hun- 
dred wells were completed, with a new produc- 
tion of 61,287 barrels; or an average of forty 
and three-quarter barrels per well per day. 

The total amount of oil produced in 1879 was 
19,962,000 barrels. In 1882 35,060,000 barrels, and 
in 1885 20,926,C00 barrels. 

The total stock at the close of April, 1884, was 
37,726,877 barrels, against 36,021,746 for 1885, and 
82,946,618 for 1886. 

The amouat of outstanding acceptances, or 
Pipe Line Certificates, so called, on May 1, 1885. 
was 27,474,098 barrels; May 1, 1886, 25,679,038 bar- 
rels. 

The opening price May 1, 1885, was eighty- 
one and one-quarter cente; the closing, April 
80, 1886, was seventy-three and three-eighth 
cents. The higbest price for the year was one 
dollar and and twelve and one-half cents, on 
Oct. 21, 1885; and the lowest seventy and seven- 
eighths, Apri! 26, 1886. 

The average daily production, in round fig- 
ures, for May, 1884, was 64,000 barrels; for 
May, 1885, was 57,500 barrels; for April, 1886, 
63,000 barrels. 

For the last twelve months the average daily 
production was 58,600 barrels. For the previ- 
ous twelve months, 61,400 barrels. 

The total clearances for this Exchange dur- 
ing the last twelve months was 3,403,164,000 bar- 
rels, which at the average price of ninety cents 
amounted in value to $3,062,848,499.10. 

The statistics referring to the consumption 
of petroleum in Europe have less influence 
upon our markets than formerly, for the rea- 
son that so many new markets have been 
opened all over the world.

TUESDAY EVENING, June 15, 1886, 


Trade in paints and colors has been very 
good during the week just closed,and although 
there has been little special activity in any 
line, the demand for all kinds of goods has 
been better than for some time past. Manufac- 
turers are now nearly all running on full time 
and havea considerable number of orders to 
fill. The consuming trade has very much im- 
proved and retailers are renewing their pur- 
chases more frequently than they did afew 
weeks ago. The mort important feature in 
the market since our last was the advance in 
the prices of quicksilver vermilion and paris 
green. The advance in the first named pig 
ment was caused by the increased cost of raw 
material, and in the second by the enlarged 
demand. Red lead has also been 
advanced. The white lead manufacturers had 
their regular quarterly meeting at Niagara on 
Thursday last, but the affairs of the association 
were found to be in such satisfactory condition 
that only routine business demanded the atten- 
tion ofthe members. Consequently the ses- 
sion was a short one, most of the members re- 
turning home on Thursday night, well satisfied 
with the result of the meeting. There have 
been no changes in the prices of paints or col- 
ors with the exception of those mentioned 
above. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

A considerable advance in the price of pig 
lead has occurred within the past few days, 
Partly owing to the sudden change of base, 
from bear to bull, of one of the largest opera- 
tors, and partly because of an advance abroad 
and the naturally strong statistical position of 
the article here. About the middle of the week 
all the Richmond lead was bought up by the 
operator above referred to at 4 65@4 70c, after 
which he immediately raised his price to 4 80c, 
which is about the present importing figure. 
The quantity taken is variously stated at 1200 
to 1800 tons. Since then there has been more 
activity in the market, some £00 tons, common 
and corroding, changing hands at 4 8c and 
possibly a shade lees. The market closes very 
strong. The,improvement here and on the 
other side has favorably affected the West- 
ern markets, resulting in higher prices 
all around. Messrs. John Wahl & Co. 
write from St. Louis on the 12th as follows: 
Our lead market during week just ended has 
worn a more cheerful aspect,and the tardy 
spirit of buyers and their timidity to take hold 
of the metal in any way than a from hand to 
mouth one has been diverted into a more set- 
tled feeling. Large blocks of both common 
and refined lead changing hands shows that 
confidence generally as to betterment of trade 
is rapidly approaching restoration. Between 1000 
and 1300 tons both common and corroding found 
buyers at prices ranging from $4 45@4 55. The 
bulk of this, rumor says, went to the seaboard 
trade. Sellers look upon lead as good property 
and that the consumption will keep ample pace 
with the avuilable production, hence market 
might safely be considered in a healthy condi- 
tion. Wedon’t look forany higher level on 
account of the import prices of foreign lead 
being so near present value of the domestic 
article, and that little change, if any, in prices 
is likely to occur in near future. At close both 
common and refined are held strongly at $4 55 
and salable at this in reasonable way. Some 
sellers of corroding reported to ask $4 60. 
Messrs. Everett & Post of Chi2ago, say, on the 
12th inst: “The week closes with higher mar- 
ketsall round, Early in the week prices in 
London were marked up to £12 1és, and a New 
York speculator took in at 465c about 1,100 
tons of ‘Richmond,’ which inciudes 600 tons to 
arrive by steamer. Following this, other small 
sales were made at 4 70c for common and some 
refined at 480. How far the advance 
may be sustained remains to be seen but as yet 
the consumers have been slow to respond. Our 
Western markets are all much firmer in sym- 
pathy with the advance in New York. We 
quote 4 60c Chicago and 455c St Louis. Manu- 
facturers, however, complain of extremely 
light orders for their manufactures, and in the 
absence of any improvement in this direction 
they won’t purchase beyond what may be 
needed for actual requirements.” 

The demand for white lead has been very 
slow for the season, but seems to have im- 
proved somewhat during the past week,though 
business is still confined entirely to the supply- 
ing of jobbing wants of thetrade. As intimated 
in our last, the corroders met on Thursday 
at Niagara to transact the regular business ot 
the association and receive any complaints that 
might be offered. Happily there were none to 
present, the rules of the association having 
been apparently faithfully observed since 
the last meeting. No charges in the 
prices or rebates were made and the

For French zincs there is 
the usual fair jobbing demand at the com- 
bination quotations which are 55éc for dry 
Antwerp red seal in bbis of 220% lbs, 6d for dry 
Paris red seal, and %4c for dry Paris greens 
seal. Discounts areas foliows: To buyers of 
10 bbl lots of one or assorted grades 1 per cent

WIND OW GLASS. 

The principal feature in the French window 
glass market is tte dullness of tbe trade. The 
season which has been one of the most unsatis- 
factory in many respects has closed and from 
now until the fall trade sets in business is ex- 
pected to be very light. Advices from the 
other side are not so encouraging as they have 
been, and the temporary improvement in prices 
caused by the strikes in Belgium has given place 
to an unsettled feeling there. This, however, 
is not expected to last longer than the dull sea- 
son, and has had little susceptible effect upon 
this market. The discounts on large orders re- 
main 75 and 10 and 5, but it is reported that this 
has been shaced in some instances, 

‘he American window glass season is also 
about over and the furnaces are about going 
out of blast forthe summer. There has been 
no further imp rovement, but the gain made 
during the past month or two has not been lost 
The Pottery and Gassware Reporter says that 
trade is moving along fairy though some 
dealers still report a slack demand from actual 
consumers. Prices are firm and although no 
further advance has occurred such a thing is 
not unlikely to take place before September 
Ist. 

PLATE GLASS. 

The movement in plate xlass is very slow as 
might be expected at this season of the year. 
Prices are steadily supported and some im 
porters look for higher prices, their expecta- 
tions being based on the fact that the manufac- 
turers on the other side have come to a better 
understanding among themselves and have be 
come tired of theextremely unprofitable prices 
of the past. The discounts at present are 50, 10 
and 5 per cent on both kinds,

Vegetable Olis. 

The market for linseed oil presents no new 
features. Trading is of a jobbing character 
only but it shows some improvement over pre- 
vious weeks, and crushers are moderately busy. 
Prices are well maintained and nothing under 
89e will by city oil either for prompt or future 
delivery, in large or small quantities. The 
offerings of western and other out of town 
brands continue limited, but there does not ap- 
pear to be much inquiry for them, the prices 
at present demanded being above the views of 
buyers. Small sales have been made at 38c and 
this is the nominal quotation. 

The market for cottonseed oils is unchanged 
in any particular. Circumstances would seem 
to favor a steady market at present prices, pro- 
vided the demand does not fall off toa large 
extent. If values depended on the outlet now, 
we would have to record a decline, but the 
chief support comes from the determination of 
holders not to force business and refuse to 
meet the views of buyers. This policy is being 
generally tollowed out and while inquiries for 
cargo lots are floating about it is expected that 
the indifference on the part of sellers may in- 
fluence shippers to accept the terms 
dictated by them. The strength of 
the market, therefore, depends on the 
outlet, for if the present limited move- 
ment continues, an anxiety to sell will take the 
place of the indifference now a characteristic 
of the market. Crude cottonseed oil is difficult 
to sell on this market. We bave a sale of 250 
bbls prime at 26c, but stray lots are quoted 
nominally at 27c. Off grades are offering at 
22l¢c, but attract little attention. It is reported 
that 1,000 bbis off color realized Llc at the 
south. The market for crude is devoid of 
interest. Soap stock is occupying a quiet 
position this week after the boom it received a 
few days ago; the nominal figure now quoted 
is 1340, but 144c would be accepted. Southern 
markets are unusually quict and no new 
features of interest are communicated from 
that source. 

Prime summer yellow cottonseed oil is firmly 
held at 31544@32}4c, according to quantity and 
holder. A very slight weakness is perceptible 
since this time last week, and reports that some 
business was done at 3lc influenced buyers 
to lower their views and hold off for a while, 
The fact that sellers declined to entertain buy- 
ers offers even for cargo lots, has pre- 
vented an actual break in prices. In- 
terest is astill centered in off color 
which brings 27}4c for very near prime; these 
lower grades interfere materially with the 
movement in prime and the realization of bet- 
ter prices. Most traders are complaining of the 
dull state of trade, except jobbers who report a 
good movement in lots of 25 and 50 bbls which 
realize 3244@33c for prime. Export business is 
quiet and confined to lots of 100 bbis; inquiries 
for cargo lots bave not amounted to anything. 
Receipta for the week were only 1,826 bbis 
against 2,168 for the previous week; there is no 
scarcity as the stock in store is said to be large. 
Foreign markets are stronger. A feature 
of the trade abroad which is gaining 
ground, is the bottling of a superior quality of 
American cotton oll and selling it as a salad 
oil under a fancy name, in imitation of the 
business in olive oil. One item in favor of cot- 
ton oil is the fact that it cannot be adulterated 
without immediate detection, and it goes be- 
fore the consumer in a pure state. The South- 
ern markets are unchanged, except at New 
Orleans where a firmer feeling has taken hold. 
and the value of prime advanced to 32c, Hold- 
ers are unwilling to meet current bids.

Notwithstanding all the talk about cheap 
paraffine oils,there are no sellers at the low 
prices generally reported, but plenty of buyers 
of prime 25 gravity at 944c. The REPORTER 
has frequently been asked to name some party 
who would sell at 9c, but diligent inquiry has 
failed to bring about the desired information. 
Orders are available any time at 9}¢c, and all 
that manufacturers have to do is to signify 
their willingness to fillthem. Their aim is to 
support the American market at 10c for round 
lots of 25 gravity, but meet competition abroad 
There is said to be sharp competition among 
American brands in the foreign markets, and 
that goods are being sacrificed. This is only 
rumor which has not been confirmed. The do- 
mestic demand for 25 gravity is reported good 
at 10@10}¢c, but 28 gravity is moving slowly at 
previous prices of i@7}4c. Red paraffine oils 
are about steady at our quotations. The de- 
mand is only moderate. There is no limit to 
supplies of paraftine oils. 

Cylinder stocks have remained in a very quiet 
position. Trade is slow and some makes are 
being pushed to the front to influence a move- 
ment. Light filtered remains about steady at 
16@I"c for a good quality testing 600 degrees, but 
special grades are held higher. Dark filtered is 
quoted at 18@l5ic, according to quality 
and dark steam at 8&{@9c. The movement 
of the latter is insignificant. An opinion pre- 
vails that the market for lubricants has about 
reached bottom and that the competitive war- 
fare will henceforth be a feature of trade in the 
foreign markets. 

Neutral oils are dul! because of the low prices 
for lard oil, but as a reaction in the latter seems 
to have set in, better prospects are looked for 
in neutral oils.

Estimates on the Growing Cotton 


Crop. 

A correspondent of Bradstreet’s, in speaking 
of the forthcoming cotton crop says: 

“In regard to the new crop, which is a factor 
in prices at this time,taking all reports to- 
gether, they point to | or 2 per cent. increase in 
acreage, with the crop abuut two weeks later 
than last year and the stands bad. The present 
crop (1885-86) is estimated to reach 6,500,000 
bales, and was made without a single serious 
setback. If the one just planted should be for- 
tunate enough to escape any disorder, we can- 
not expect it to be any larger than last. Re- 
ports show u& that there has been a falling off 
in its production in the last five years, or since 
1880-81, iu which year 6,605,000 bales were pro- 
duced. Of the four crops grown since, only 
one (1882-83) has been so large, and the average 
has been a little Sunder 6,000,000 bales. The 
present crop, with no disaster, will be about 
6,000,000 bales. So far as an increase in this in- 
dustry is concerned, I think more likely it can 
only remain stationary, unless stimulated by 
far better prices.” 


The editor of Bradstreets replies to the above 
as follows: ‘The opinion of our correspondent 
that the growing crop will not equal that of 
1885 86 is hardly warranted by the outlook. 
Contrary to his belief, the crop of 1885-86 did 
suffer a set-back in the severe drouth of last 
August. In view of this his expectation that 
the present crop, with almost an equal acreage, 
will be less than last year by 500,000 bales seems 
strange, as it is generully believed that had not 
the crop of 1885-86 suffered from the drough 
last August and the unfavoratle weather dur- 
ing part of the picking season the crop would 
have been fully 7,000,C00 bales. To expect that, 
wi bh an equal acreage and no untoward cir- 
cumstances, the yieid will be 500,000 bales leas 
than last year’s outturn is, as above statea 
hardly tenable. The notion entertained by our 
correspondent that cetton isthe only commo- 
dity likely to be excepted from a permanent 
settling in values, isopen to question. It must 
be remembered that the very changes instanced 
by our correspondent as occurring in the south 
in recent years bave also been exerting an in- 
fluence toward lower prices. No more potent 
influence than tdat of the increase of railroad 
facilities could be instanced. In regard to the 
future price of cotton our correspondent’a 
opinion may be as nearly correct as any other, 
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That he is not alone in his belief is shown by a 
recent circular issued by Mr. Thomas Ellison, 
of Liverpool, in which the view is set forth that 
the supply of cotton is not sufficient to varrant 


prices remaining at the present low level it ) 


the rate of consumption is kept up much 
longer.” 





The Use of Vegetable Oils in Quiet- 


ing Angry Ocean Waves. 

The United States Pilot Chart of the North 
Atlantic ocean for June contains the follow- 
ing: The evidence of the value of oi' for this 
purpose continues to be of the most satisfac 
tory nature, and fully justifies the policy of 
the Hydrographic Office in disseminating the 
facts as widely as possible. The use of mineral 
oil is not recommended, while the importance 
of carrying a supply of animal or vegetable oil, 
to be used in emergencies, cannot be overrated. 

Captain Boutcher, of the English steamer 
Mentmore, reports that on his passage from 
Baltimore to Liverpool he experienced heavy 
gales from the northwest, attended with very 
heavy seas. As the ship had a deck-load of cat- 
tle, and there was imminent danger of some of 
the cattle being washed overboard, he placed 
two oil bags, filled with fish oil, at each en’l of 
the foreyard. The oil being left astern, effectu- 
ally prevented the sea from breaking aboard 
the ship, and, in the captain’s estimation, saved 
&@ number of the cattle from being lost, the seas 
being so heavy that had it not been for the oil 
bags, the decks would have undoubtedly been 
swept. Captain Boutcher states that he was in- 
duced to use the oil bags by reading the reports 
as published on the monthly charts, 

Captain Wass, of the brig Morancy, while on 
& voyage from Rockport, Me., to Port au 
Prince, Hayti, encountered a hurricane from 
southwest to northwest, accompanied by a tre- 
mendous sea, which washed his dec«-load over- 
board, tore the tarpaulins from the hatches, 
smashed the cabin windows, swept away every 
movable thing about the deck overboard and 
did other damage- Finding two feet of water 
in the hold, and seeing his ship was threatened 
with destruction, the Captain determined to 
use Oil. The vessel was hove to under storm 
trysail. A small canvas bag filled with shav- 
ings, saturated with boiled linseed oil, was 
hung at the weather cathead; a swab saturated 
with kerosene and boiled linseed oil was sus- 
pended over the side, abreast the main rigging; 
two oil kegs, filled with kerosene, were lashed 
on the rail, abreast the for rigging, and on the 
weather quaater, and the faucets turned so 
that the oil ran over the side very slowly, The 
effect was seen very soon in the perceptible 
smoothing of the previously breaking seas. 
The oilslick extended at least 200 yards to 
windward of the vessel, and scarcely a drop of 
water came on board after the use of oil was 
begun. There were used during the gale five 
gallons of boiled linseed and three gallons of 
kerosene oil. The length of time during which 
the oil was in use isnot stated. Captain Wass 
is a firm believer in the oil theory, and never 
goes to sea without a supply. 

Captain Davis, master of the bark James H. 
Borland, in an interview stated that, on hi last 
voyage from South America to New York, dur- 
ing heavy gales, with mountainous sea run- 
ning. he used oil to quiet the waters on Feb. 26. 


‘ 
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March 1 and March 3, 1886. He used four bags 
of oil, one from each bow and one from each 
main channel, with short lanyards attached 
allowing the bags to dip in the water at each 
roll of the vessel. He made the experiment 
both running before the wind and sea, and 
hove to, and in each case found the oil to teke 
the combers off the sea and prevent the water 


from breaking on board. He says that when 
running before a heavy sea a vessel yaws a 
couple of points, and that when she does 60 
the soas sometimes break on board over the 
opposite quarter, unless some method is found 
to rig the bags out so that the oil will covera 
sufficiently wide space astern to prevent this. 
He recommends rigging spars out over the 


bows lashed to the catheads, if they can be 
made strong enough, and hanging the bage to 
these so that the oil will spread over a surface 
twice the greatest beam of the ship. Baga 
hung from the foreyardarm would not do, as 
the wind would blow them inboard: the lan- 
yards must be short, and the bags weighted to 
prevent the wind dashing them against the 
ship’s side and blowing the oil on board. Cap- 
tain Davis used linseed oil, and when all that 
was gone he used common varnish. The oil 
had the desired effect, but the varnish was too 
thick and did not answer the purpose. One 
ga.lon of oil per hobr was used for the four 
bags while running, and a less quantity would 
be required when hove to. Iron davits would 
be the proper thing from which to hang the 
bags. Vessels should be fitted, and oil carried 
for this purpose, and not wait for a gale of 
wind and the seas to break on board before 
commencing to make preporations. 

Captain McGregor, of the English steamer 
Albano. reports to this office that he used oil 
on his last passage from Baltimore to Dublire 
“Experienced very heavy gales and seas from 
westward in latitude 44 degrees 10 minutes N., 
longitude 29 degrees 12 minutes W, Placed 
two oil bags astern filed with linseed oil and 
oakum, Previous to placing the bags over the 
stern had taken heavy seas aboard, flooding the 
decks, but after towing tne bags no more 
water came aboard. The gaie .asted three 
days. with very heavy seas. but, owing to the 
oil, ran quite easily and took no water. Used 
about seven gallons of oll altogether.”

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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, June 15, 1886. 


The entire production of all the oil fields in 
Pennsylvania, New York and Ohio is about 
70,000 barrels a day. The massive sands of 
Washington have given birth toa dozen or 
more big gushers, and the end is not yet. 


The Washington pool is developed on nearly 
all sides,but a number of most important wild- 
cats are still drilling. Until they are opened up 
it is hazardous to venture any predictions as to 
the further extension of ‘the deep sand pay 
streak, which lies underneath Washington 
county. 

The Washington gushers are beginning to 
imitate the action of the once lively Thorn 
Creek jumbos, which started in with such won- 
derful records and exhausted themselves in 
the course of a few days or weeks at the utmost. 

It was thought that the Washington wells 
would be longer-lived than their white sand 
predecessors in Butler and Warren, which 
drew their supplies from the samesource. It 
was argued, and proven to the satisfaction of 
many, that the Washington deep wells did not 
tap the same veins, and thus did not drain the 
life blood out of neighboring wells. 


Drainage hastened the death of Thurn Creek 
and Cherry Grove, and despite all theories, is 
bavicg asimilar effect on the latest field for the 
oilman’s favor. Within a day or two the gush- 
ers have fallen off largely. The Smith Ne, 3, 
the best of them all, poured 2,527 bbls into tank 
on Saturday. Munday her output was only 
1,524-bbls. Other wells show a proportionate 
decrease in their producing powers. 

The Derr.ck reports that the gushers are de- 
clining in some instances, not leisurely, but 
with tremendous haste. In the space of ore 
day the field declined nearly 1200 bbls. It is 
expected that the Gordon pool will be further 
outlined by the completion of the Union Oil 
Co.’s well on the Clark tarm. Itis a most im- 
portant test. 

One thing is pretty well established about 
the Smith pool, and that is that it seems to be 
iocated un the forty-five-degree line. Consid- 
erable extension is promised northeast and 
southwest along this line, but just where and 
how soon it will break off no one can tell. The 
Vandergrift-Hall well on the Gen. Hall farm 
Opens up some territory on a northwest line 
from the old Gordon No 1, which may prove 
valuable, There is nothing yet to indicate how 
far this limb, if it be such, extends, nor is there 
anything definite with regard to its width. The 
Vandergrift well, on the Curry lot, now almcst 
due and the Thayer No 3 will throw some light 
upon these considerations. 

The Union No 1, on the Clark heirs’ lease, is 
nearing the Gordon sand, It is an important 
factor, as it islikely to give a smail hint as to 
whether the productive streak on which Thay- 
er is located extends in that direction, and will 
give so: 9 information as to its breadth. If 
the popular hypothesis be true that a fertile 
streak extends northeasterly from Thayer No 
2 the Shirls No 3 bas a good location as things 
g0 now. 

The Shirls No 2 ought to be located so as to 
get some of the oil from the rock in which 
Shirls No 1 and the cradle factory well are 
doing business. The Weaver No 2 may stand 
‘on the Shirls rich spot, or again it may be on 
the bard rock in which the Montgomery No 1 
tound very little oil. The Weaver No 1 will be 
shot in a few days. The Union Nol, on the I. 
Weirich lease, which was abandoned a few 
months ago as a dry hole, was examined a few 
days ago and found to be nearly full of oil. It 
will probably be operated. 

The Lone Pine test is worthy of note asa 
wildcat, and should be looked after. The latest 
accounts show it to bein the 50-foot, with no 
showing of oil up to date. The production last 
Saturday figured 10,926 barrels from 31 wells, 
the best output the flelée has ever shown in any 
24 hours. Yesterday the production was a little 
over 9,000 barrels. It commences to resemble 
Thorn Oreek now,but by the slow way in which 
wells are brought in, it will be a long time be- 
fore it wiil reach 17,000, Thorn Creek's best pro- 
eduction. 

Carrying rates ruled low during the week. 
-At Pittsburg 45c ruled until Saturday, when 
there came a sudden drop to flat, and in afew 

‘Cases a premium was paid. Rates here and in 
‘Oll City were lower than the week before, Here 
ithe prevailing figure has been 50c. 


In its review tor the week the Derrick says: 

In last week, like the week preceding, the 
market hung in the 65-cent rut, though the 
average price of the six days was 655¢c. The 
Smith well was the bear factor, yet its influence 
was largely counteracted by bull movements 
of an unkowable origin. The opening price 
of the week was 65c and the closing price cin 
advance. Monday was asteady day and the 
market made a round trip, opening and closing 
at 65c. Tuesday’s business was somewhat bull- 
ish. The old Washington production was re- 
ported as declining and out of this repert grew 
asufficient reason foran advance. Wednes- 
day’s prices were depressed by the action of 
the Smith well, which was said to be making 
an able showing. ‘The ayerage price for this 
day was 66c. Onthe next day the Smith well 
was again the champion of the bears, values re- 
ceding at one time to 64440. The rival advance 
for the week was marked for Fxidy.y, when the 
New York shorts made a demand -and the mar- 
ket was worked up to 663¢c, clogin g two points 
below. Saturday suffered the ugy al decline for 








that day,though the greatest weakness was 
manitested at the opening, when oil sold at the 
lowest figure of the day. 


There was a good 
advance from this, but the market came far 
short of tuuching the closing figure of the day 
before. Carrying rates were very steacy 
through the week, being 45c and 500 

The pipe line statements for May were bear- 
ish, The reports of the Pittsburg Pipe Line, 
the Macksburg Pipe Line and the Southwestern 
Pennsylvania Pipe Line, are now incorporated 
in the statements of the Petroleum Exchange. 
The last named line receives the output of the 
Washington wells. Its stocks on May 3ist 
were 137,559 bbis; the receipts of oil during the 
month were 168,904 bbls. The combined runs 
of all the lines during May were 199,931 bbis 
greater than in April and 419,542 bbis larger 
than in May a yearago. The deliveries in May 
were 64,334 bbls under these of April and 64,749 
bbis under May, 1885. The average excess of 
deliveries over runs was 5,105 bbis. The re- 
ports of all lines for the last two months as 
compared with May, 1885, were as follows:

As compared with Sunday’s gauge this indi- 
cates an increase of 235 bbls in production. 

The Thayer on the Wilson farm is ten feet in 
the Gordon sand. The well is gassing moder- 
ately, but there are nO indications of oil. The 
Union Oil Company’s test should reach the 
vital spot to-morrow. 

An advance to 70c is prophesied by sanguine 
bulls, who claim that an appreciation in values 
is warranted by the waning condition of the 
Washington wells. Bears are still confident 
that oil isa risky thing, even at 67c. It is giv- 
en out that the Standard is using all the vast 
machinery at its command to depress the 
market, The outlook may be deceiving and 
the era of higher prices may be indefinitely 
postponed. At present prices oil certainly 
looks like a fair and profitable investment. 


The Smith & Hall wells were brought in late 
on Wednesday. Both showed oil, and when this 
became known on ’Change the market which 
had been dull and steady, became restless and 
excited breaking % cent, The range was i}4 
cents and closing sales were made at 65% bid 
here and in the west.

Effect of Natural Gas as Fuel. 


A Pittsburg special of June 14 is to this effect: 
The mines along the Monongahela River are 
mostly shut down, and unless there should be a 
rise in the river all will beidle by the end of 
the week. From 5,000,000 to 6,000,000 bushels of 
coal are now ready to besent out on the first 
water. Before natural gas was so generally 
used in the mills in this city the demand for 
coal here was sufficient to keep a number of 
works running. It was known among the 
river men as the ‘“‘flat-boat trade.”’ This is 
almost a thing of the past now. and the tow- 
boat men who found employment for their 
boats have been forced into the lower river 
trade, shipping coal to Cincinnati, St. Louis and 
other points.

The Washington Field Reviewed. 

Heretofore all estimates of the Washington 
field, its extent, its probable production, etc., 
have been ina measure guesses. Even now it 
is more than semi-bazardous to attempt to out- 
line the pools, but developments of late have 
certainly demonstrated many things of interest 
to the trade and the world at large, and especi- 
ally to the parties in the field. 

On the western side of the field the Gordon 
pool has been partially defined. Hess No. 2, 
Hallam on Clark, McKinney on Glenn, Mun- 
hall on Humbert, and Meldrum on Byers, have 
demonstrated beyond a doubt that the Gordon 
sand is not productive east or northeast of the 
large wells of Thayer & Co. on the Clark farm. 
Immediately west and south of the same wells 
dry boles and small wells finished in the early 
spring shut off all possible extension in that 
way. The Gordon pool cannot prove large un- 
less it widens out to the southeast, in which di- 
rection developments are strougly tending. 
This direction will bring the line of productive 
sund directly under the town, and a line drawn 
from the Thayer 1 and 2 through the good pro- 
ducers of Shirls and Guffy, will not pass far 
from the very center of the town and will in- 
tersecta line from the Smith-Dyer pool ata 
point close to where B. B. Campbell is drilling 
on the Wade farm, immediately southeast of 
the borough on the Waynesburg railroad. 

The Union Oil Company’s well on the Clark, 
adjoining the fair grounds, is now nearing the 
Gordon sand, It should preve a good well, 
though perhaps the location may be too far 
north for a large producer. McKinney & Co. 
No. 2,0n Montgomery, south and east of the 
Union well, in event of the former’s failure, 
should be large owing to its proximity to the 
Shirls and Miller wells. But should this well 
prove small then the possibility arises that the 
Shirls, Miller and Gantz wells are in a separate 
and distinct pool from the Gordon, Thayer, 































































ethno McKinney No. 1, on the Montgomery, 
midway between Gaotz and Gordon, would in- 
dicate from its light calibre and gooi location, 
its being on the dry streak between the two 
pools, if two pools there are. Shirls? and 3 will 
‘go far toward opening up or condemning the 
scope east and south of bis good producer, and 
should either of them prove good the genial old 
man will bave the opening of the pot on his 
own terms and cenditions. Northwesterly, 
Vandergrift apparently bas all the good terri- 
tory, and his No. 1 on the Hall farm, the farth- 
est producer to the north and west, would indi- 
cate some choice territory in that vicinity. His 
No. 2 onsame farm is a well, but being inside 
lines has no special bearing except to show an 
unbroken productive sand from Gordon 1 to 
Hall No.1.

old favorite line, and the territory north of the 
road from Washington to Galligan city has de- 
veloped but one producer outside the phenom- 
enal Manifold. A 45 degree line drawn from 
Munhall & Co ’s well on the R. D. Wylfe shuts 
out Pew & Emerson or Miller, a strong gasser 
now; Smith No. 2 and Willetts 2, absolute fail- 
ures; Koontz land 2, No. 1 shut down, No, 2 
dry; P. H. & L. Co. 1 on Taylor, large gasser; 
Union No. 2, Taylor, abandoned; Willets No. 4, 
now producing and showing as an edge well; 
Coast & Sons on Smith, abandoned, and Farley 
No.2. This same line lets in Pat Gallagher on 
the Taylor for a good weil and everybody hopes 
Pat will get a gusher. 

A parailel line 60 to 70 rods south of this first 
line, which is supposed to represent the north- 
ern edge of the belt or pool, will take in Came- 
ron No. 1, Barre No. 1, and Willetts No. 1, and 
pass just south of Union No. 1 on the Taylor, 
the largest producers of the field, and continued 
northeast from Cameron No. 1 will strike Smith 
No. 4, McKeown No. § on Munce and go on two 
miles further to Dyer & Co.'s wildcat on the 


McGaghey. 
Another parallel line 60 to 70 rodssouth of the 


center line will take in Vandergrift No. 2on 
the Barre, which, though a fine well, certainly 
looks as though close to or approaching the 
southern edge of the belt. 


Two locations north of Barre I would bring a 
ary hole, Smith No. 1 being one location north 
ofthat welland Smith 2 but two. From the 
fact that Barre 2 is smaller than any of its 
northern neighbors the inference is certainly 
not a wild one that two locations south of it 
may be and will pe found smaller wells or dry 
altogether. The history of territory iike this 
about the Dyer-Smith well is that where it is so 
extremely rich it never has been extensive, and 
it is to be hoped history will repeat itself here 
in Washington county and the great bugbear 
prove to be but a limited concentration after 
all. Dyer & Co.’s well, on the extreme north- 
east, due in the coming thirty days, will be of 
great importance. That the pool grows richer 
to the easc isabundantly proven by the size of 
the Cameron, the furthest east of all the gush- 
ers. Should such territory as that extend any 
great distance it would be nothing less thana 
calamity to the trade anda picnic to John Mc- 
Keown. It it tobe hoped that it stops as short 
on the northeast and southwest and south as it 
has on the north. 

For the immeiadte present there isn’t much 
chance of holding or increasing the produc- 
tion. Smith 3 may be a good producer, but its 
close proximity to Munhall & Co.’s edge well is 
against its being more than a fair producer 
after the first flush has gone and first gush 
subsided, Cameron No. 2 should show drain- 
age, and barring the striking of any phenome- 
nal wells in the Gordon side, it will be difficult 
if not impossible to get the production above 
what it was when Cameron No. 1 gave it sucb a 
boost. By the time the crop of wells now drill- 
ing about the southern end by Willetts, the 


Puion Oi] Company, Forest Oi] Company and 


others are in, the old producers will have 
dwindled to ghosts of their former greatness, 
and this crop in turn will be on the wane when 
the invoices of McKeown and Craig & Co. come 
in on the east and if the latter should by any 
chance, in this business of all chance, come in 
small, then it will be like rolling off a log to 
buy some crude and gather some profit there- 
from. 

Summed up it don’t seem partial to say that 
the Washington field has lost most of its ter- 
rors and that she has reached her limit, It cer- 
tainly looks that way, at least for the present. 
But one must be very cautious in prognosti- 
cating this field, especially with the northeast- 
ern portion of it hanging over like a cloud, for 
it may come in good, and in that case, It 
takes time to mend a broken jaw and it would 
be nothing short of a calamity.

The Notorious Fink Arrested Again. 


The previous exposure of the man, Fink, 
with his formula to make machinery oil sev- 
enty-five per cent. more durable, consisting of 
the addition of a little soda and lime water to 
the oil, was thought to be so complete that no 
person could be caught again by his tricks, 
But he has turned up again, this time in Roch- 
ester, N. Y. A lumber dealer of that place 
named Reynolds, states that he received a tele- 
gram from Kittanning, Pa., onjFriday week, 


signed “ W. B. Fink,” stating that the sender 
would be in Rochester to see him on the follow- 
ing day. On Sunday another telegram was 
received from Buffalo to the effect that Mr. 
Fink had been delayed, and wouid be there 
Monday. The telegram had apparently been 
sent Saturday night. On that morning the 
middle-uged man appeared at Mr. Keynolds’ 
office and represented himself as a member of 
the firm of Fink & Co., Baltimore. manufactu- 
rers of a preparation to be placed in machinery 
oll. The party stated that his name was Fink, 
and showed timoniais from several firms, 
among them A. M. McLean, a prominent Penn- 
syivania mill owner, He induced Mr. Rey- 
noids to purchase the right to use the prepara- 
tion for $75, which was paid by a check. After 
the agent had gone Mr. Keynolds looked into 
the mercantile agency records, but could find 
no such name in Baitimore. He then exam- 
ined a Baltimore directory with the same re- 
suit. His suspicions were aroused, and tele- 
graphing to Mr. McLean, received a reply ad- 
vising him to have nothing to do with Fink. 
Mr. Reynolds, believing that he had been vic- 
timized, consulted his attorney, and had the 
fellow arrested. He depesited money for his 
appearance on June 8, but since then he has 
not been seen,

While there has been no noticeable improve- 
ment in the volume of business, the market 
presents a fairly busy appearanc>?. Buyers 
confine their purchases exciusively to small 
quantities, maintaining the cautious spirit 
which will not permit them to provide for 
more than passing requirement’. Prices have 
in most instances been steadily supported, 
though there have been a few important 
changes siace we last wrote. Opium still has a 
downward tendency and we are again com- 
pelled to report the market a fraction lower. 
Trading in this drng is confined almost ex- 
olusively to broken packages. The quinine 
market has been in an interesting condition 
during the week and the long looked for 50c 
mark has been reached at last, althoush the do- 
mestic menufactureis bave made no change in 
their quotations. The situation is reylewed at 
Jength in our report below and in an article on 
our editorial pages. The depression in shellac 
continues and a further decline iu prices is 
noted this week. Quicksilver has continued to 
advance and oil lemon and oil of cloves are also 
higber. The upward movement in picked gum 
arabics continue and a further advance in car- 
bolic acid is reported. The principal changes 
in the market during the week are appended :

Opium. 

The market for opium at the moment shows 
no signs of an early improvement in the demand 
or values;on the contrary the tendency is in buy- 
ers’ favor,bence their unwillingness to venture 
upon avy important transaction while the sit- 
uation remainsso unsettled. Forsinglo cases 
there is only a light demand, which is satisfied 
at $2 85@2 873< as to holder, while larger quan- 
tities can be bad for less money, provided buy- 
ers could be induced to make counter offers. 
Holders being aware of the state of the mar- 
ket are not attempting to press sales,rat her in- 
clined to abide their time,and as one expressed 
it, “eee where it will end.’”’ Forward shipments 
are nominally quoted in a large way at $1 15in 
bond here with no business reported. There 
isa fair jobbing (emand for broken cases at 
$2 95@3 00 as to holder and quantity. Pow- 
dered is meeting with the usual demand 
at $3 95@4 00 as to holder and quantity. Messrs 
F W Bowyer & Bartieet,in speaking of the 
London market under date of June 5th, say: 
“Reports ef the coming crop are favorable, 
and owners in consequence still press for sales 
ot almost «ll descriptions, but buyers hold 
aloof, and very little can be done. The trans- 
actions have been limited to a few cases of 
druggists’ kinds at 8s@8s 6d. Soft shipping de- 
scriptions are unchanged, supplies being mode- 
rate. Persian—Nothing doing; fine quality is 
offering at 13s 9d." 

Manufacturers all report a good consumptive 
demand for morphine during the past week, 
notwithstanding the rumors that have been 
current about another drop in prices. Makers 
gee no good reason why they should attempt to 
follow the downward tendency of the opium 
market. For the present values remain at pre- 
vious figures. Scotch, however, has been re- 
duced to $1 85 for bulk and $2 10 for eighths.

Quinine 

The low prices that bave been current during 
the week for quinine bas stimulated the job- 
bing trade throughout the country, even 
though prices at which they have been able to 
secure their supplies indicated an unsettled 
market. Following our last,German in large 
bulk was offered on the spot at 52i¢c, and latr 
50c was accepted for several thousand ounces 
on the spot and for forward shipment. Thus 
the point which a few weeks ago seemed a'- 
most impossible has Deen reached. The bulk of 
the sales on the spot at 50c, it is reported, were 
made by speculators who have become dis- 
gusted with ths turn the market bas taken and 
are closing out their stocks. With the opening 
of the week the market became strongor owing 
to the placing or withdrawing for the moment 
of lots that had been offered at 50 and 5ic, and 
at the close 52i¢c was the lowest price named, 
with 50c bid for large quantities.

supplies of bark from Ceylon, although the > 


crisis of 1883 was intensified by the celebrated 
ring of quinine manufacturers, who had 
bound themselves under a heavy penalty not 
to sell the manufactured article under a cer- 
tain price. The breaking up of that ring and 
the’consequent improvement in the trade in 
the early part of 1884 are matters of history 
well known to those interested in this import- 
ant branch of trade. In the present instance 
the low price of quinine is due to an entire ab- 
sence of speculative demand in Europe and es- 
pecially in America. The statistical position of 
the raw article is by no means unfavorable 
comparatively. January, 1886, opened with a 
stock of 62,247 packages of all barks, against 
80,874 packages at the corresponding period of 
the previous year, and although the export 
from Ceylon shows an increase at the end of 
April of some three million pounds over that 
ofthe previous year at the same date, the 
stocks in London at that date were 63,951 pack+ 
ages, against 78,925 in 1885 and 99,010 packages 
in 1884, The deliveries for the firat four months 
of the present year amount to 21,100 packages, 
against 18,634 packages in 1885 and 20,094 pack- 
ages in 1884, the total landings for these months 
b-ing 22,804 packages.” Theagentof B. & 8S, 
officially continues his quotations of 60@67c as 
to styie of packing, while other agents are 

naming 5244755c as to brand for bulk. Domes- 
tic makers all report a satisfactory trade, and

The Opium Traffic. 


A very able contribution has been made by 
Dr. W. J. Moore to the columns of the Times of 
India, on the most vexed question of the opium 
traffic. Dr. Moore says: “Now the anti-opium- 
ists have misied the public, probably owing to 
their own ignorance as to what is really used 
by opium smokers. Once again it must be ex- 
plained that it is not crude opium, but chandu’, 
which is used inthe opium pipe. The erude 
ovium ig first broken into small pieces and 
dried in a metal receptacie over a fire. It is 
then put into water and boiled. Then it is 
pressed and strained, the strained liquor being 
a strong decoction of opium about the consis- 
tence of, and looking like, very thick treacle. 
Sir George Birdwood holds chandul emoking to 
be a strictly barmless iadulgence, and 
he attributes this to chemical changes 
which the opium undergoes in the 
process of preparation, and in the process 
of combustion when smoked. He concludes 
that nothing but the volatile resinous constitu- 
ents pass into the the lungs and wkich act 
beneficially on the bronchial passages. I fully 
agree with Sir George Birdwood that the 
habitual smoking of chandul in moderation is 
not injurious, and I also say that in mapy in- 
stances it is beneficial. But as everything in 
this world has a drawback, so chandul may be 
used to deleterious excess.” Here is the evi- 
dence of two eminent physicians whose asser- 
tion that opium is not more harmful than any 
other article of food unless it is taken in ¢ xcess 
must set at reat all coptroversy: So'that ali 
caricature of the poisoncus character of 
optus reduces ttpélf to miére word paizting in- 
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tended merely to frighten the nervous portion 
of the British publicout of their wits. The 
cause of the anti-opiumiste is weak in the ex- 
treme, and an extended ventilation of the sub- 
ject is only necessary to clear away false but 
mischievous opinions that are now current in 
England.

Disputed Duty on Olive Oil. 


In January and February, 1871, Messrs. 
Firmin Cousinery & Co. made two importations 
of olive oil, which they entered as “olive oil, 
not salad,” and on which they paid the esti- 
mated duty of twenty-five cents a gallon, and 
received the goods. Subsequently, the ap- 
praiser returned the oil as being ‘‘olive oil, 
salad,” and the Collector then liquidated the 
duty at $lagallon. On one of the importa- 
tions Messrs. C. & Co. protested against the 
rate of $1a gallon and appealed to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, who approved the Col- 
lector’s decision. The United States brought 
sult against the importers to recover the differ- 
ence between the estimated and the liquidated 
duty. On the trial evidence was received, 
under objection, to show that the oil was 
“olive oll, not salad,” and the jury found that 
it wassuch. The defendants then moved for 
judgment on the verdict. Judge Blatchford 
denied the motion, holding that the liquidation 
by the Collector was conclusive of the right of 
the Government to recover the amount of 
duties claimed, and that the Court could not 
review his decision except in asuit brought 
against the Collector to recover back the duties 
after they should bave been paid.

A Borax Company. 

How necessary it is to discriminate in the 
choice of limited companies for investment is 
shown bythe {following instance, narrated in 
London Truth: In February, one Earnest 
Lamont Fieming,now in the Bankruptcy Court, 
sought to convert his business as borax refiner 
and manufacturer at Liverpool into the Old 
Swan Borax Company(Limited), with a capital of 
£50,000. The prospectus contained the most 


glaring inacuracies, amongst which was the 
statement that the business was a practical 
monopoly of the borax trade. This was ir deed 
a bold assertion. Once upon a time the manu- 
facture of borax wus a monopoly in the hands 
of a few Eoglish firms. who formed a combina- 
tion and kept the price at £5 per cwt., and 
higher. Then came the discovery of large de- 
posits of borax in California, and continually 
increasing imports from that quarter produced 
a reduction of prices to 30s per cwt., while the 
trade is now in many hands. To speak of a 
monopoly in this trade, therefore, was an ex- 
traordinary flight of fancy. The British in- 
vestor was not, however, induced by Mr. 
Fleming's glowing prospectus to part with his 
cash, and instead of obtaining the purchase- 
money of £18,000, he went into the Bankruptcy 
Court with liabilities ef £10,000 and an actual 
deficiency of over £5,0.0.

Well, in due course 
of mail, every farmer received a neat-looking 
little package labelled “Bug Exterminator— 
certain death—due $l—none genuine without 
signature,” etc. Upon opening it, the farmer 
discovered two nice, smooth little square 
bicoks, containing the following direction on 
No.1: “Place the bug on this block;’’ and on 
No, 2: “Strike the bug violently with this 
block.’’ The farmers were ready for him when 
the time came for him to return, but I need 
not say the time came on alone.—Toezra;

For once when oil is below the average price 





and far below cost of production, the pro- 





ducers maintain a good figure for producing 
property and are willing to increase their hold- 
ings instead of decreasing them as on former 
oclasions. Such seasons of depression as this 
have been so often witnessed in the oi! country 
that they have finally become a matter of 
“natural consequence” with a beneficial sig- 
nifi ance. At even the reduced cost of drilling 
at present experienced it cannot be shown that 
oil can be produced at 65 cents a barrel with 
profit to the operator. Such arguments have 
been adduced, bowever, and usually by men 
who have been forced during such seasons of 
depression, into making an assignment for the 
benefit of creditors. Atsuch a time only those 
who possess territory of more than average 
productiveness can proceed to drill with profit, 
if they are compelled by circumstances to sell 
their production to meet their demands. The 
man of capital can always drill for he can 
afford to wait for the advance that is as sure to 
come as the flow of the tide when the proper 
hour arrives. The present depression will be 
no exception totherule. It is enly a question 
of time.

Petroleum in Turkey. 


Consul Bissinger sends some startling figure 
from Beyrout in regard to the progress made in 
the competition of Russian with American pe- 
troleum in the Turkish dominion. He says 
that during the past three months there have 
been landed at Beyrout alone 83,000 cases of 
Russian oi], 83,000 cases of which arrived in 
sailing vessels. During the last month there 
has been notification received of 70,000 cases 
more on the way. This in iteelf might not be 
considered particularly alarming, but when it 
is remembered that not one single case of 
American petroleum bas arrived during that 
time its significance must at once be apparent 
to all. 

The great rivalry of the various Russian firms 
has also run the price down to $104 per case, 
There were only 60,000 cases of Russian oil im- 
ported during the whole year ending February 
1, 1886, The consul also reports that a pipe line 
has been decided upon by the Rugsian Govern- 
ment connecting the Baku oil fields,on the 
Caspian Sea, With Batoum, on the Black Sea.

Olive Oil in California. 


One of the few olive plantations in this State 
is located on the Quito ranch, between this city 
and Saratoga. The orctacd was planted before 
the American occupation of Californ'a by 
Messrs. Arques and Arguelio and a few years 
ago came into the ownership of Mr. Goodrich, 
who has added many trees and grafts to his 
purchase. There are eighty acres of orchard, 
with 1,500 trees. Mr. Goodrich has given ex- 
tensive study to the culture of the olive and is 
now in Europe pursuing his investigations on 
the same subject. The oil manufactured on 
the Quito orchard was exhibited at last year’s 
horticultural! fair in this city and samples were 
sent tothe American Exposition at New Or- 
leans, whence the news now comes that this oil 
has been awarded the first premium, the seo- 
ond premium being taken by Elwood Cooper, 
of Santa Barbara. This ought to have the ef- 
fect of stimulating the culture of the olive in 
this county, which has so much land that is 
suited to the success{ul growth of that tree. 

The enterprise of Arthur Field, who hasan 
olive plantation of 112 acies about three miles 
out on the Julian street road, deserves notice 
in this connection. His trees are three years 
old, and are all in thrifty condition. Though 
the olive tree does not bear until it is from 
seven to ten years old, the fact that when it 
does commence to bear it continues for centu- 
ries, makes its cultivation highly profitable 
from the time of fruiting. Trees arein bearing 
to-day in Syria which were planted before the 
Christian era. 

Besides the two olive orchards in this county 
which have been mentioned, there are but two 
others in this State of any note—that of El- 
wood Cooper, of Santa Barbara, containing 
aixty acres, and one near Santa Rosa, in which 
1,600 trees were set out. It is probable, how- 
ever, in the light of the Quito orchard experi- 
ence, that Santa Clara county will make im- 
portant additions to the olive plantations of 
the State during the next few years.—San Jose 
Herald, 7

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Hydrequinine. 


Some years since in a paper describing sev- 
eral alksloids found in the mother liquors 
obtained in the manufacture of quinine, Dr. 
Heese gave some account of one containing 
two atoms of hydrogen more than quinine, to 
which he gave the name “bhydroquinine.” In 
many respects it resembles quinine, dissolving 
readily in alcohol and ether and forming a 
crystalline hydrate when precipitated frem the 
solution of its salts by ammonia. Its rotatory 
power is less than that of qtinine. The solu- 
tion in excess of sulphuric acid has a blue 
fluorescence, and with chlorine and ammonia 
the alkaloid gives the same reaction as quinine. 
The therapeutic action of this alkaloid has re- 
cently been studied by Seifert, who finds that 
it is an antipyretic superior to salicylicacid and 
kairine, reducing the pulse and the tempera- 
ture with abundant transpiration. The dose is 
about the same as that of quinine and its con- 
tinued use is not attended with disagreeable 
effects. There is reason to believe that the 
presence of this alkaloid in commercial quinine 
sulphate may have been the cause of the exag- 
gerated estimates of the amount of cinchoni- 
dine in that article. It may be mentioned that 
M. Armet de Lisle has addressed to the Acade- 
mie de Medicine a formal protest against the 
statement made by Dr. de Vrij that the quinine 
sulphate of his manufacture contains 12 448 per 
cent of cinchonidine sulphate. Another cir- 
cumstance which appears to throw considerable 
doubt on Dr, de Vrij’s results is the amount of 
water of crystallization which he gives for 
quinine sulphate of Eoglish manufacture, viz., 
10°85 and 5°72 per cent. Io any case it seems 
very remarkable that he should regard sucha 
small amount of water of crystallization as 
being the reason why a particular make of 
quinine sulphate commands a higher price 
thun others. The Pha-maceutuchs Zeitung 
also cails attention to the fact that according 
to Dr. de Vrij’sstatements the quinine sulphate 
made in Germany would not hold the first rank 
as to quality, and it is suggested that German 
manufacturers of this article should take steps 
to furnish such an explanation asis desirable in 
regard to this subject.—Phar. Jour. and Trans. 
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Sponge Clippings. 

Not content with having exhausted his re- 
sources for utilizing the waste products with 
which his native country ab >unds, the irre- 
pressible Yankee has gone outside his limits, 
and is bringing into this country the clippings 
cut from sponges—for, as is well known, the 
sponge does not make its advent into the com- 
mercial world until the rough places next to 
where it adheres to ita native bed are all cut 
away. 

Quite a trade is now carried on between the 
sponge centres of the West Indies and the 
United States, the imports belng landed mostly 
in New York. The bulk of these clippings are 
used here in the making of carpet linings and 
stair pads. The material is grovnd up just as 
rags for paper are, and ordinary paper ma- 
chinery is used in preparing it forthe workman 
who cuts it into the proper lengths forthe mar- 
ket. It is made of various thicknesses, accord- 
ing to the purposes for which it is intended. A 
emall perceutage of jute is worked in with it to 
increase its tension. The use of this material 
for the purposes above mentioned is patented, 
and the product comes from a single mull loca- 
ted id a Massachusetts town. 

For carpet lining this unique material is not 
yet entirely a commercial success, owiug partly 
to its relative high cost, and partly to the pres- 
ent abnormally low price of the ordinary cot- 
ton batting lining. But for stair pads it isan 
easy competitor with the ordinary pad, and for 
this purpose has some advaaotage over it. 

In a limited way sponge elippings are used 
for filters in paper milis,and for swabsin black- 
ing bottles.—Boston Bulletin. 
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The Cultivation of Insect Wax. 

It is within comparatively recent years that 
insect wax has become an article of export 
from China, and even now comparatively little 
is known among the general public of this 
article. Insect wax consists principally of 
cerotic acid in combination with oxide of cero- 
tyl,and bas been used lately in England for 
manufacturing purposes in making a superior 
kind of wax candles, though the article is at 
present far too costly for general use. Consid- 
ering, however, that neariy 500 tons of beeswax 
are annually imported into England alone, and 
that Chinese insect wax is adaptedin a superior 
degree to all the porposes for which beeswax 
is used at present, it stands to reason that 
Chinese insect wax has a great future before it 
if ite production can be increased and cheapen- 
ed. Strange to say, insect wax bas hitherto not 
been discovered anywhere in the world ex- 
cept in the one Chinese proviace of Szec- 
huen and in South America. But South 
American insect wax is bardly known yet 
por has it so far become an article of com- 





merce. Some years ago the insect wax of China 


attracted the attention of the French gove) pb- 
ment, and an attempt has been madein Algeria 
to rear the Chinese wax insect on imported in- 
sect trees and wax trees there, but with what 
results we cannot tell. From a Parliamentary 
Blue Book lately published it appears that the 
Director of Kew Gardens aiso had his attention 
directed tothe matter and applied to the late 
Sir Harry Parkes for information on the gub- 
ject of insect white wax, for specimens of the 
insect trees and wax trees and for forma of tle 
wax product, Sir Harry Parkesinstructed Mr. 
Hosie to visit the wax producing districts of 
Szechuen, and to supply all that the director of 
Kew Gardens required. Mr. Hosie accordingly 
journeyed in June and July,1884,through oen- 
tral Szechuen, studying the subject in loco,and 
his official report has been presented, by com- 
mand of Her Majesty to both Houses of Par- 
liarmcent,as the Sc» hina Biue Book of 1885. 


Mr. Hosie’s r yo 't does not by any means 
clear up all the obscurities which have hitherto 
surrounded the mode of producing insect wax, 
but it is the firet reliable and at the same time 
well nigh complete account, entering into most 
of the details of this intricate subject. His re- 
port is however presented in a somewhat dis- 
jointed manner, which makes it d‘fficult with- 
out careful study, to piece together into a con- 
nected outline, the dislocated pieces of infor- 
mation which he distributes under the heads 
of: 1. Theinsecttree; 2. Theingect; 3. The 
waxtree; 4. The wax. But the surn total of 
his report is not only of interest for Chinese 
commerce in general, but for Hong Kong in 
particular, if as we are inclined to believe, it 
may be possible to introduce in Hong Kong 
the rearing of wax insects and the cultivation 
of the insect tree and wax tree. It is with a 
view to encourage enterprising spirits in the 
Colony to make the experiment of transplant- 
ing from Szechuen to Hong Kong this valuable 
industry of the production of insect wax that 
weattempt briefly to put together, from Mr. 
Hosie's report and from other sources of infor- 
mation at our command,a connected statement 
of the principal facts connected with the pro- 
duction of Chinese insect wax. 


It appears, then, that there are many dis- 
tricts, all over the province of Szechuen 
notably, howevcr, the Chien-ch’ang valley, the 
Chien-wei district, and the neighborhood of 
Ch’ung-ch’ing, where a certain tree. which is 
at present supposed to be the Ligustrum 
lucidum, grows wild, Mr. Hosie omits to state 
the exact position of these places, but we find 
from Playfair’s “Cities and Towns of China,” 
tuat all the regions where this tree is found in 
abundance and where the industry connected 
with it fl»urishes, are situated between lat. 29 
and 30 N., and long. 103 and 10t E. Now, inthe 
above mentioned places a considerabie business 
is done, simply in detaching frcm the boughs 
of this so-cal:ied 1sect tree numbers of pea- 
shaped excresc ces or galls and exporting 
them to different places in Szechuen and 
other provinces of China, especially Hunan 
and Kweichow. There is, so far as we can 
see, nothing to hinder the export 
of these galls, in sound condition, even 
to Hong Kong. Each of the galis contain a 
smali colony of tiny brown insects, resembiing 
minute lice,each with six legs and a pair of 
club antennae, and (‘n many cases) also a emall 
white cocoon containing a beetle (known as a 
buffalo beetic) which has also six legs and a 
long proboscis armed with a pair of pincers, 
These galis are, about the end of April each 
year, detached from the boughs of the insect 
trees. wrapped in parcels of 20 or 30 galls each, 
leaves of the wood-oll tree, whose edges are 
fastened together with rice straw, er done up 
in paper packets, each weighing about 12 
Chinese ounces and sold at a price ranging from 
half a teal to one teal a packet, 


The purchasers of these galls, whether in 
Szechuen or in other provinces of China, being 
owners ot wax trees, now take the packets of 
galls. and after msking a few rough holes in 
the ieaves enveloping the galls, suspend the 
packets close to the branches of the so-calied 
wax tree, Mr. Hosie gives no name to this tree, 
leaving it to the Director of Kew Gardens 
to identify the specimen forwarded to him, 
But we may add that hitherto this wax tree hae 
been considered to be aspeciesof Fraxinua, 
and named Fraxinus Bhinensis.) Mr. Hosie 
supposes that, when the packets of galls bave 
been suspended underneath the boughs,the fo!- 
lowing process takes place: The Buffalo beetle 
above mentioned living with each gall, having 
previously done part of his duty in boring a 
hole through through the rind of the gall, es. 
capes through the holes made, and being at 
first unable to fly, remains, with crowds of 
other Buffalo beetles, of both sexes, far some 
time on the branches of the wax tree, leaving 
behind eventually, when taking flight, deposita 
of minute eggs, destined to cause some mis- 
chief. Meanwhile, however, the wax 
insects also escape through the boles 
made by the Buffalo bevetle, creep rap- 
idly up the branches of the wax tree and 
after remaining for thirteen days on the leave, 
of the older branches and baving moulted 
there, descend finally to the tender branches 
fix themselves on the under sides to the bark by 
their mouths, to commence to produce, by 
some as yet unexplained process, a liquid 
which gradually encrusts the branches with a 
thick coating of wax. But during this period 
there emerge also from the eggs, deposited, 
on the branches by the buffalo beetles, certain, 
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insects, called wax-dogs, which prey upon the 
wax insects, and are to be shaken off by the 
cultivators by beating the trunk of the tree 
with clubs. After a period of some three 
the

The branches are then lopped off, 
the wax is removed by hand, thrown into 
is skimmed 
off and run into mouldsas the white wax of 
commerce. The branches are then boiled also 
and the remainder Of the wax extracted, yield- 
ing an inferior kind of insect wax. The insects, 
which, during the boiling process, sink to the 
are pressed to squeeze out the last 
vestiges of wax, and they are then used as food 
The owners of the wax trees have but 
few expenses, and do on the whole a profitable 
business. It is estimated that in good yearsa

the present price of which is about 40 taels a 
picu!l. Butasin bad years not more than a 
catty of wax can be expected to be produced 
by a packet of galls, the trade has a considera- 
ble element of risk in it, unless the owners of 
wax trees raise also insect trees and propagate 
the insects themselves. 

We think it highly desirable that an attempt 
should be made to acclimatize both insect trees 
and wax trees at different levels of our hills, 
with a view to ascertain to possibility of do- 
mesticating in Hongkong the production of 
insect wax. As the Superintendent of the Bo- 
tanieal and Afforestation Department is now 
going home on a well-earned leave of absence, 
it is hardly possibie that anything can be done 
in this direction until his return. When this 
takes place, we believe that if Mr. Ford were 
to make an excursion in Szechuen to investi- 
gate the nabits of the way tree and insect, and 
to procure specimens, it would be attended 
with results as valuable from a scientific point 
of view as his excursion up the West River to 
make investigations respecting the cassia lig- 
nea, and possibly more valuable as regards the 
material interests of the colony.—Hong Kong 
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Identification of Alkaloids and Other 
Crystalline Bodies by the Aid 
of the Microscope. 
BY A. PERCY SMITH, F.1C., F.C.8. 

The number of cases in which a crystalline 
substance can be identified by the microscope 
alone is extremely limited, but as a test of 
purity, microscopical investigation has a very 
wide application. When we are dealing witha 
substance that, when pure, crystallizes in a 
definite form from any particular solvent, it is 
manifest that any departure from that form 
would lead to the suspicion of adulteration. 

Again, if we take such a substance as bark, 
or opium, it is quite possible to distinguish 
from each other the various alkaloids which it 
contains. Besides the form assumed by the 
free base, it is of importance to convert it into 
a salt, as there is frequently a marked depart- 
ureinthe form of the crystals, for example, 
quinidine and quinidine sulphate, cinchonidine 
and cinchonidine sulphate. There may be cases 
in which the salt and the base possess the same 
crystalline torm, I have recently met with 
one in cocaine, which as well as the hydrochlo- 
rate, crystallizes in long needles radiating from 
acentral nucieus, aggregated at angles of 90 
deg., 150 deg., 270 deg. anu 360 deg. 

Some experience is necessary in selecting the 
most suitable solvent from which to crystallize 
an alkaloid, asthe duration of the evaporation 
may havea marked effect upon the form of 
the crystals. In some cases evapor: tion may 
be accelerated by the aid of heat, in others such 
& proceedirg is tatal to success. The addition 
of alcobol to ether and of water to alcohol, ap- 
Pears to be the best means of retarding the pro- 
cess when necessary. To take the case of 
cocaine. From chioroform no crystals are de- 
posited. From ether they are ill defined, but 
from alcohol, allowing evaporation to proceed 
very slowly, we get the best results, 

Iemploy always polarized light by which to 
view ihe crystals, either with or without the 
addition of a selenite plate. Here, again, the 
duration of evaporation has a. marked effect, 
also the strength of the solution. If the sub- 
stance is deposited in a thin film, it may be alto- 
gether invisible without polarized light. Thick 
crystals frequently produce co.or without the 
selenite,, and those that are very thick may 
depolarize without any coloration. This being 
borne in mind, no difficulty is experienced in 
Practice, as it is easy to compare with an alka- 
loid of known purity crystallized under the 
same conditions, 

Quinine deposited from alcohol is granular. 

Buinine disulphate crystallizes from alcohol 
in a network of fine needles. 

Quinine disulpbate mixed with a little iodo- 
sulphate is a gorgeous object, either with or 
without the selenite. It appears like an assort- 
ment of peacocks’ feathers with the crests 
toward the center. 

Quinine disulphate mixed with quinidine aul- 
phate forms little feathery crystals, totally 
distinct from either of the salts crystallized 
alone. 

A mixture of quinidine, cinchonidine, and 
cinchonine will not crystallize at all from alco- 
hoi, but dries up to a gummy mass. 

Quinidine crystaliizes from ethereal alcohol 
in steliate groups of monoclinic prisms, giving 
red centers aud green at the ends.

Morphine crystallized from alcohol in minute 
needles (trimetric). They are characteristic, 
and show faint coloration, 

Meconic acid forms micaceous scales or small 
rhombic prisms. and is a unique object; the 
most usual form is a square with elongated 
corners, thus producing curved sides. The 
coloration is very varied, one may be like the 
French tricolor, another quartered, another 
showing two hues parted by a median line. 

Meconine crystallizes from water in a net- 
work of long needles, which are very large and 
of ali cenceivable colors (according to Watts, 
they are hexagonal prisms). 

Narcotine separates from alcohol in separate 
crystals, each an independent hue. 

Codeine crystallizes from alcohol in large 
rectangular octohedra, truncathd and modified 
in various ways. Also ina network of prisms, 
and other modifications. The selenite makes 
very little difference to the large crystals, as 
they are too thick to be affected by it. 

Papaverine.—The crystals deposited from al- 
cohol have a great tendency to arrange them- 
selves in globular stars. Between these are 
seen badly formed prisms, generally four or 
five together, star-wise. They are colored. 

Thebaine.—The crystals are very similar to 
those of elaterine, but are larger and better 
defined. They are square plates, and show no 
color without the selenite. 

Narceine forms stellate groups of needles, 
which require the selenite to show color. 

Then the horizontal and vertical needles as- 
sume complimentary tints. 

Strychnine crystallizes from alcohol in long 
prisms; from benzine in polygonal plates, or 
six-sided prisms, not constant; from ether in 
dendritic forms, and sometimes prisms. De- 
posited from chloroform,; the appearance is 
highly characteristic, forming rosettes, and va- 
rious forms of great beauty. I have made no 
attempt to delineate the rosette with any ap- 
proach to accuracy, as it 1s scarcely possible to 
copy it in pen and ink, It is probably too 
familiar to my readers to need descripticn. I 
bave succeeded in obtaining a film of strych- 
nine, quite invisible with ordinary illumina- 
tion. On introducing the polarizer, dark 
circular forms and ridges are made visible. 
When the selenite plate is added, the most 
georgeous colors are obtained. 

I regard the appearance of strychnine asso 
characteristic as to obviate the necessity of 
using chemical tests, I have frequently ex- 
tracted the alkaloid from organic mixtures, 
and identified itin this way without going to 
the trouble of puriflication from dirt. Of 
course, I presuppose the absence of other sub- 
stances that can enter into combination. There 
is only one other alkaloid that can, by any 
chance, be mistaken for strychnine, and that :s 
santonine; but, in following Dragendorff’s 
scheme, they would be extracted by different 
solvents. Besides, there isa considerable dif- 
ference in the appearance when carefully ex- 
amined.—The Analyst.

TUESDAY EVENING, June 135, 1886. 

The past week has been one of extreme dull- 
ness as regards the chemical market, The ar- 
rivals have been free and in some instances 
holders have bean obliged to store for want of 
buyers. Caustic soda under light arrivalsis be- 
coming firmer and the same may be said of 
bleaching powder and English salsoda. Soda 
ash and alkali are both dull with values tending 
in buyers favor. Few contracts are being 
placed for future delivery among the glass 
makers even though the prices named are 
looked upun as being extremely low. Acetic 
acid has been advanced by the manufacturers, 
oxalic is dull, while chlorate of potash is 
showing signs of weakness. The other light 
chemicals are all quiet and few changes are re- 
ported as noted below. Mr. D, B. McCulloch 
in speaking of the Liverpool market under 
date of June 3 says; “Chemicals generally con- 
tinue very depressed. Salt cake, soda ash, 
caustic soda and bleaching powder flat. Chle- 
rate of potash quiet. Pot ashes steadier. Cit- 
ric acid advancing. Tartaric drooping owing 
to arrivals. Nitrate of soda has eased off and 
is slow in all positions. Several cargoes at port 
of call sold at 8s 94@9s U.K. With an improved 
demand sulphate of ammonia has advanced 7s 
6d@10a,elosing firm. Manganese ore very scarce 
and dearer. 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool brands and has ruled very quiet 
since our last review. The low prices named 
for contracts extending over the year, appar- 
ently so far has not stimulated the demand 
from the glass trade, who continue to show 
their indifference by purchasing only such 
quantities as their current wants for this fire 
may require, The sales comprise 75 tons at 
1 30@1 40c as to brand and quantity, High test 
is in the same position as noted in our last, ex- 
cept holders, are more disposed to sell for ship- 
ment from September and forward, their option 
of brands at 120c at which several contracts 
have been placed; besides this, there have been 
sales on the spot in jobbing lots at 1 25@1 30c as 
to brand, quantity and holder. The exports 
for the four months ending April 30 to the 
United States and Canada were 36,865 tons as 
compared with 36,848 tons for the same period 
of 1885. 

Ceustic soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
brands for prompt delivery, continues scarce, 
and what little there is obtainable, is held firm 
at 135@1 40c as to brand, quantity and holder. 
For shipments extending over July, August 
and September, there has been a good demand, 
resulting in sales of 150 tons at 1 25@1 27}¥¢c as to 
brand andqnantity. High test is meeting with 
the usual demand, and is nominally quoted at 
120@1 25c as to make, quantity and holder. 
Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co., in speaking of the 
Liverpool market, under date of June 5th, 
say: “There isan entire want of vitality in 
heavy chemicals, and the demand 1s only ofa 
retail character. Soda ash has been in request 
lately for the Mediterranean, but there is little 
or no demand from other sources. We quote: 
Caustic ash 48 per cent, 1 1-32d to 1 1-16d, 56-58 
per cent,11-16d to 13-32d, Carb. ash 48 per 
cent, 11-32d to 1-144d. High test 1 1-32d tol 
1-16d. 

New caustic soda ash 48 per cent under free 
arrivals and a limited demand has been slow of 
sale during the week, consequently holders 
have been more disposed to accept any reason- 
able offer for goods on dock rather than store, 
The demand from the glass makers has been 
rather disappointing as it was expected the low 
prices named for shipments to come forward in 
time for the next fire would have resulted in 
the placing of large contracts in this channel, 
but so far nothing of importance has been done 
as buyers continue to manifest the same indif- 
ference that has characterized them for months 
past and only purchase as current necessities 
require. The sales comprise 100 tons Allhusens 
from dock at 1 20c and 150 tons for shipment at 
120@1 25c as to brand, quantity and date of 
shipment. High test is very dull. A lot of 56 
per cent was stored for want of buyers after it 
had been offered freely at 115c, 90 days, with- 
out even getting a decent offer for it. For con- 
tracts of 52 and 54 per cent for future ship- 
ment 1 20c is named, with only a moderate de- 
mand reported. The shipments for the first 
four months of the year tothe United States 
and Canada were 5730 tons against 5,298 tons 
for the same period of 1885. 

Alkali 36 per cent is again io better stock 
which has satisfied the demand for the mo- 
ment. Sales are reported of 30 tons at 125@ 
@1 30c, a8 to brand, quantity and holder. For 
BM 48 per cent there has been a fair jobbing 
demand with sales of 150 tons reported at prices 
ranging from 1 25@1 35c, as to quantity and 
date of delivery. The arrivals of high test BM 
have been light during the week; this, however 
causes no scarcity of stocks, which are ample 
to meet all requirements, even though in first 
hands they are light. For shipments to extead 
over this year and into next there has been a 
fair demand, with several contracts reported at 
prices ranging from 144@1 l6c, as to quantity 
and date of shipment, while for spot lots 120@ 
1 25c is named as to quantity. The other high 
test refined alkalies are very quiet at the mo- 





ment, with prices nominally quoted at 140@ 
1 45c, as to brand, quantity and holder. 

Caustic soda 60 per cent under reports ofa 
firmer market abroad and light stocks here, 
prices are higher. For shipments there have 
been sales of 300 dms at 2 €744@2 70c as to brand 
and quantity, while for jobbing lots from store 
the price ranges from 2 75@2 874° as to quan- 
tity and holder. High test on the spot is get- 
ting scarce again as shipments have fallen off 
to a considerable extent during the past few 
weeks. There has been rather more inquiry for 
shipments to come forward during July, 
August and September of 74 and 75 per cent, 
but as buyers are limiting their offers to 240@ 
2421¢c no business has resulted as holders de- 
cline to shade 245c and in some ‘instances 
2 4744c is demanded for special brands. The 
sales aggregate 150 dms within the range. The 
stock of 76 per cent being about exhausted in 
first hands on the spot, sales of 350 dms are re- 
ported for shipment at 2 4734@2 52}¢c as to 
brand and quantity; also 80 dms of 176 per cent 
from store at 2 95@3c as to quaniity. The ship- 
ments from Liverpool to the United States for 
the first four months of the year were 11,470 
tons against 11,851 tons for 1885 and from New- 
castle 560 tons against 575 tons for the same 
period of the previous year. Messrs. J P Brun- 
ner & Co., under date of Liverpool, June 5, say: 
“Caustic soda very flat and £8 5s has been ac- 
cepted for 70 per cent this week. Nearest 
values to-day are 60 per cent, £7 5s@7 5s 3d; 70 
per cent, £8 5s@8 63 3d; 74 per cent, £9@9 2s 6d; 
76 per cent, £10 15s@11.” 

Since the placing of the recent large arrivals 
of bleach at Boston, as noted in our last, the 
market here has shown decided signs of im- 
provement, and all cheap lots of Newcastle and 
Liverpool brands that have been pressing on 
the market, found buyers at prices a shade 
over those current last week. Late mail ad- 
vices from Liverpool report the shipments 
from January to May 27th, as being 1,805 tons 
less than they were for the same period of 
1885. There are also rumors current that an- 
other reduction in the output is contemplated 
by the combination, although at present writ- 
ing nothing definite is known. The sales com- 
prise 125 casks of prime Liverpool brands, at 
prices ranging from 1 50@1 60c as to brand, test 
and quantity. Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co., in 
speaking of the Liverpool market, under date 
of June 5th, says: Bleaching powder is meet- 
ine with little inquiry from American buyers. 
Some few transactions have taken place of 
late at £5 16s 34@£5 17s 6d, according to brand, 
but the trade is yery disappointing. There is 
some talk of a further restriction in produc- 
tion, in order to arrest the downward move- 
ment.” 

Sal soda English is meeting with an improved 
demand which is fast reducing stocks in store. 
There has only been one small arrival and this 
was placed for consumption previously. Early 
in the week several sales were made at 87}<c, 
but at the close 90@95c was the general quota- 
tion named. For shipments there has been 
more demand, but holders are not press‘ng 
sales, as late mail advices from abroad quote a 
firm and steady market with limited offerings. 

Sal soda American is moving freely at present 
quotations, which rauge from 85@90c fo b less 
144 per cent for cash as to quantity and style of 
packing with sales of 225tons reported within 
the range. 

Salt cake, for prompt delivery is very scarce, 
the market being almost bare of either foreign 
or domestic makes. For delivery in Septem- 
ber and forward there have been several orders 
in the market from the glass trade but at such 
low figures no business has resulted. The sales 
comprise 75 tons at 62}4@65c as to make and 
qnantity. 

Soda carbonste as the warm weather advanc- 
es is meeting with an improved demand. The 
sales comprise 75 tons at 175@1 80c as to quan- 
tity and date of delivery.

A Salt Process Wanted. 


The following advertisement is said to have 
recently emanated from the India office: ‘No- 
tice is hereby given that the Government of 
India are prepared to grant an award not ex- 
ceeding 5,000rs. to the inventor or discoverer of 
asatisfactory process for rendering salt unfit 
for human consumption, while still leaving it 
fit for use by cattle and as manure, or for in- 
dustrial purposes. The main conditions are: 1, 
that the cost of the procers must be moderate, 
not exceeding about four annas a maund, and 
2, that the preparation must besuch that edible 
salt cannot be easily extracted from it by any 
of the ordinary processes in use among native 
sa't workers. If several goud processes be 
suggested the highest award will be given to 
the inventor of the process which may appear 
to Government to be the ost satisfactory in 
all respects, and asmaller proportionate reward 
will be granted for the next best process. A 
collection of papers bearing on the subject will 
be supplied on application at the Revenue De- 
partment of the India Odfice.””—Colonies and

The Salt Situation. 


The salt market is fairly active. Mackerel- 
men are getting fitted out, and thus the call for 
salt is good. The fishermen pay anywhere from 
$1 60 to $2 20 per hogshead. The cod fishermen 
use a great deal of salt about this season and 
taking all considerations, the market is fairly 
active. Liverpool salt is now 25 per cent higher 
than it was last year. This is not due to the 
rise in the price of the salt there, bug to the 
rise in freight rates. Most of the Liverpool 
salt is made within eighteen milesof Liverpool, 
the principal place being on the Weaver River. 
Liverpool salt is taken out with the fishermen. 
It belongs to the class called “fine salts’’ and 
strikes right into the fish. It is this that makes 
itin demand. When the fish are caught they 
are light-salted, with this Liverpool salt which 
keeps the fish till they get ashore. The demand 
for Liverpool salt is just beginning but it bids 
fair to be good. 





CADIZ SALT. 


Cadiz salt is also used forthe same purpose. 
It had a much greater sale formerly than it has 
now. In Gloucester fifteen years ago it was 
extremely difficult to sell any kind of salt but 
Cadiz. One season owing a lack of Cadiz salt. 
Trapani had to be substituted, and now Cadiz 
is scarcely ever used at this port, Trapani hav- 
ing taken its place. Trapani salt comes from 
Trapani, a town in Sicily. This salt is also 
about 20 per cent higher than it was last year, 
This is due also in a great measure to advance 
in freights. There is very little stock on hand, 
probably not more than 1500 tons. Owing to 
the short supply of Trapani, dealers have been 
obliged to use a very coarse St. Martins, Tra- 
pani salt is used by the cod fishermen almost 
entirely. It isa rather coarse salt and is car- 
ried out with the vessel and the fish are thor- 
oughly salted on board. St. Martins salt is 
quoted about the same as last year. This salt 
is very frequently ground for box salt as it 
makes a white and good table salt. The salt in 
its first crystalline state is used for packing 
meats, and this salt when “cracked,” or ground 
coarsely is a great deal used in re-packing 
mackerel. 


TURKS ISRLND. 


Turk’s Island salt is about 5 per cent. lower, 
but otherwise the market bas shown but little 
change. Thereisa fair crop of Turk’s Island 
salt, but not a large one, Hyeres salt isa 
French salt, coming from the small group of 
isiands, from which it takes its name, lying in 
the Mediterranein Sea, off the mouth of the 
Rhone. This salt is of a finer grade than most 
other varieties, and is the only salt not affect- 
ed by salts of American manufacture. The 
crop is small this year on account of heavy 
rains experienced on the islands. There are 
now about 2,000 tons of Hyeres on hand. 
Hyeres salt is all brought by steamers, unlike 
the other varieties which are almost all brought 
in sailing vessels. The price of Hyeres this 
year is advanced about 10 per cent, over the 
price obtained last year. This variety is used 
almost wholly for fine salting. Being of a very 


pure nature, better results can be got from it 
then almost any other grade. It is used by 
nearly all confectioners and ice cream makers. 
It is also used in packing meats, where a better 
quality of salt is needed. 

DUTY AND MANUFACTURE. 

Salt is subjected toa specific duty of 8 cents 
per hundred weight. Formerly a bounty was 
offered to the owner of a fishing vessel above 
five tons burden. Sometfme after that enact- 
ment, the bounty was taken off, but in its 
place a law was made by which all fishing ves- 
sel owners could buy their salt in bond or ex- 
empt from duty. 

There has been attention given to the manu- 
facture of salt in America for along time. In 
Massachusetts there still exist salt works, al- 
though no salt has been made there ‘for 35 or 
perhaps 40 years. Onthe north shore of Cape 
Cod, in and about the town of Dennis, are such 
works The heart of the salt making industry 
lies in New York. At Syracuse are springs 
which rival the foreign springs in their saline- 
ness. 

The American salt, being in a great many 
cases boiled instead of evaporated, is of smalier 
crystals than of European. Some American 
alt is evaporated, in which case the crystals 
are of the regulation size. Domestic salt has 
increased in popularity during the last few 
years. Its sale has increased in New England 
to a large degree, as it hasalso in the West, The 
salt has perhaps a little less concentration of 
salineness, but is just as good to all intents and 
purposes —Borton Bulletin.

Salt Works in Cologne. 


Kainit, asa substitute for salt and far more 
than a substitute, in consequence of the large 
proportion of potash, having been recently no- 
ticed in our colums, the following account of 
the German mines whence this and other valu- 
able salts are obtained wilt be interesting to 
our readers: 

For many years the saline bedsin Northern 
Germany have been yielding immense supplies 
of rock salt, and as large quantities of the 
products of this salt are annually imported 
into the United States for agricultural pur- 
poses, some statistical information on their 
production may not failto be of interest, es- 
pecially to that class of American agriculturists 
who use the quality called kainite (the hydrated 
chloride of potassium and sulpbate of magne- 
sia). 

The raw potash salt contairs on an average 
the following ingredients: Chloride of potas- 
sium, 16.8 per cent.; chloride of magnesium,26.5 
per cent.; chloride of sodium, eulphate of mag- 
nesa 11.6 per cent., chloride of calcium 0.4 per 
cent., insoluble mattes, 0.8 per cent.; and 
water, 30.8 per cent. 

The importance of these beds has been con- 
stantly increasing during the last twenty-five 
years by discoveries of other almost inex- 
haustible supplies of potash salts in and 
around the cities of Stassfurt and Ashersldben. 
These two places are within a few miles of 
Magdeburg, the capital city of the rich prov- 
ince of Saxony, in the Kingdom of Prussia. 

Besides the great value of these salts for 
manuring purposes, kainite taking the lead on 
account of ite being in acondition directly ap- 
plicable to the soil and its cheapness in com- 
parison with any otherartificially prepared fer- 
tilizers, they are largely used in the various 
chemical industries for the manufacture of 
chloride of potassium, sulphates of potash and 
soda, preparations of magnesium, potash, etc. 

The following statistics, published by the 
German Imperial Government, will convey 
some idea of the growing importance of these 


beds. The Stassfurt and Ashersleben saline 
beds produeed in the following years:

The figures show that while the production of 
rock salt within the period of twenty years has 
quadrupled, the increase of potash salts has 
been ninefold. The salt works now in the im- 
mense basin are, Stassurt, opened in 1867, the 
Leopold hall, opened in 1862. the Consolidated 
Alkaline Salt Works, in Westeregeln, opened 
in 1875, the Saltrock mines, New Stassfurt in 
Loderberg, near Stassfurt, opened in 1877, the 
Potash mines, Ashersleben, opened in 1883, and 
the Salt mines Ludwig II, opened in 1884. The 
official statement of their product in five years 
prepared hy Dr. Frank and Mr. R. Besser, the 
director of the salt mines in New Stassfurt, is 
as follows :

These figures show that the greatest yield of 
karnallite was in 1882, and the largest yield of 
kierserite was in the year 1884. 

Karnallite, which is produced in such enor- 
mous quanttty, is described by Johnson and 
Cameron asa compound of magnesic and po- 
tassic chlorides and water. Of kainit they say 
that its composition is variable. Good speci- 
mens contain chloride and sulphate of potassi- 
um equal to about 14 per cent. of potash. 
Nearly one-fourth of kainit consists of mag- 
nesic chloride and sulphate; the rest is made 
up chiefly of common salt.—Tropical Agricul- 
turalist. 







































































Improving Fish Manures. 

Dr. A. P. Aitken in the North British Agri- 
culturist says:— 

It is characteristic of fish manures that while 
they contain much phosphate and abundance 
of nitrogenous matter, they contain scarcely 
Any potash. But it is well known thatthe 
abundance of some fertilizing constituents in 
a manure counts for nothing in the ra‘sing of a 
cropif one of the essential constituents ot 
plant food is absent, or if the one which the 
crop requires most is present in insufficient 
amount. We therefore found that the plots 
manured with fish manures produced a smaller 
crop than any other plot save one, and that 
was the plot to which no potash had been ap- 
plied since the beginning of the experiments. 

We thus see that there have been two causes 
at work to lower the value of fish manures in 
the estimation of the farmer. In the first 
place he has been led to expect from the mis- 
leading name under which it has been sold, that 
it would be a manure resembling in its efficacy 
Peruvian guano, with whose extraordinary 
fertilizing power he had been familiar; and sec- 
ondly, the nearly total wact of potash, which 
though not abundant in Peruvian guano, was 
nevertheless present in that manure to the ex- 
tent of about 3 per cent. 

What then, is needed in order to make fish 
manures once niore attractive to the farmer? 
They should be sold under a name that does 
not raise false expectations, and they should 
have potash salts added tothem. They would 
be still further improyed if there were added 
to them some high class superphosphate and a 
little sulphate of ammonia. For general pur- 
poses I would recommend a fish manure so 
mixed as to show from 5 to 10 per cent soluble 
phosphate, 15 to 20 per cent insoluble phos- 
phate, 10 per cent of ammonia partly solutle 
and 4 per cent of potash, and I feel sure that if 
manufacturers can produce sueh a manure it 
will rapidly become popular with farmers and 
produce_a good market for a substance of 
which there is truly an inexhaustible supply, 
and the result will not only be a gain to agri- 
culture, but also a means of giving greater 
stability and security to our fisheries, which 
have lost much in the past from the wholesale 


destruction of valuable fish material.

Salol. 

“Salol” is the name of a new compound pre- 
pared by Professor Nencky, which is said to 
possess powerful antipyretic and antiseptic 
properties, and to be capable of replacing ad- 
vantageously sodium salicylate in cases where 
that salt is badly tolerated. Salol is a derive- 
tive of salicylic acid in which one atom of hy- 
drogen is replaced by the phenol group 
(Pharm, Oentrath , May 6, p. 21%. It is de- 
scribed as a white powder, having a faintly 
aromatic odor, and as it is almost insoluble in 
water, perfectly tasteless. Professor Nencky 
states that in the organism salol undergoes a 
simple splitting up into its two components, 
without any further modification, both being 
found in the urine. The decomposition ap- 
pears to be effected by the pancreas, since the 
powder brought into contact with comminuted 
pancreas is at once decomposed. Assuming 
therefore that the decomposition first takes 
place in the duodenum and not in the stomach, 
Professor Nencke thus explains how it is that 
its administration is not followed by disagree- 
able after effects. The dose is about the same 
as that of salicylate of sodium, but as much as 
four grams daily may be given. Theantiseptic 
properties of salol are also said to render it use- 
ful in the treatment of putrid affections of the 
mucous membrane.—Phar. Jour. and Trans.

Prices are still very much unsettled, and it is 
impossible to give reliable quotations. 

Alizarine is in moderate request and remains 
unchanged in price. The quotations range 
from 19 to 2ic, according to brand and quanti 
ty. Alizarine assistant is without animation, 
with prices nominal and unchanged at our quo- 
tations. 

Albumen sells only in a small way to 
supply the current requirements of con- 
sumers. There has been no change in 
prices and quotations are nominal at 
35@38e for egg, 164@18c for imported blood, 
and 154@lic for domestic. Dark No 1% do- 
mestic blood is quotable at 14@l5c, as to quan- 
tity. 

There is nothing doing in cochineal beyond 
the usual siow retail movement to supply 
passing requirements. Prices are steadily 
maintained, and we continue to quote 52@3%c 
for silvers, 35@36c for blacks and s7@38e for 
gray blacks. 

Bichromate of potash is quotable at 9%¢ for 
either Svotch or American, and is meeting with 
the usual fair jobbing demand, 

Bichromate of soda receives no attention, 
prices being ab»ve buyers’ views.
